MURDER OF FOUR MEN. 


Alleged Criminal Deeds Colorado

Two SHERIFFS SEEK HIM. 


Police authorities of Chicago have received 
notices asking for the capture of George H. 
Wright, a Michigan University law grad- 
yate, who is charged with the murder of 
four men in Utah and Colorado. Attorney 
Wiliam J. Candlish, also an Ann Arbor 
man and now a resident of Chicago, has 
likewise received one of the circulars, is- 
gued by Sheriff George A. Storrs of Provo 
City, Utah, and he is longing for a view of 
Wright. 

Mr, Candlish’s interest in Wright is of 
unique origin, involving a strange confes- 
gion, @ stranger disappearance and an un- 


usual transfer of valuable properties, It. 


was because the little daughter of Attorney 
achten attracted the regard of Wright— 

xical sentiment of a fugitive from 
justice—that Candlish is now the possessor 
, of mining claims and other real l at 
Cripple Park and Guffy, Colo. 

The sheriffs of two counties are looking 
for Wright, and the state of Utah now 
offers @ reward of $500 for his arrest, as 
embodied in the notices received by the 
Dhicago police, but since Aug. 31, 1897, no 
one Interested in the matter has known 
the alleged murderer’s whereabouts save 
perhaps Attorney Candlish. He is retained 
as Wright’s counsel for defense in case the 
man ever comes to trial, and claims the 


lawyer's right to remain silent regarding all 


matters in which speech might put -in 
jeopardy the interests of his client. 
‘A few persons in Chicago know of the 
peculiar relations existing between Attor- 
ney Candlish and Wright, the fugitive. 
These persons are capitalists whom Wright 
previously had interested in some of his 
mining properties. They alone are ac- 
quainted with the reasons why Candlish has 
suceeded Wright as president of two of 
those eempanies and as stockholders in the 
which he is also general counsel.

Case, who had lived at Cripple Park and 
had held property there under that name, 
then deeded to Mr. Candlish a bank bullding, 
a residence, two office buildings and numer- 
ous vacant lots in Cripple Park and Guffy, 
and transferred to him in mining form all his 
holdings of stocks in mining corporations. 
He left Mr. Candlish’s office saying he 
would return in an hour with $200 as an ad- 
vance payment on expenses for the trip to 
Cripple Park.

Knowing the feeling of enmity toward

cate for practice. He told no ong that he 
knew Case, but whenever he heard Case’s 
name mentioned he drew out what informa- 
tion be could regarding him, 1 . 

He remained at Cripple Park and Guffy 
ten days, heard both sides of the stories 
current regarding his client, secured the 
opinions of mining experts to the effect 
that the properties were valuable, and 
meantime quietly formed his plans. 

As the result of these transactions and 
subsequent trips to Colorado and meetings 
of the stockholderg of the mining companies, 
Mr. Candlish is now president of the Hub 
Hill Mining Company and owner of three- 
fifths of its stock, president of the Finis 
Mining Company and two-thirds owner and 
counsel for the Union Mining Company, in 
which he holds a one-fifth interest. @All are 
incorporated and Case was the fett of 
all three.

Story of Utah Crime. 

It developed that when Wright was living 
beside Utah Lake near Pelican Point, Utah, 
three young men, stepsons of his neighbor, 
suddenly disappeared, and between the next 
two days Wright and his wife left the 
state, The following spring the bodies of 
the three young men were washed ashore 
from the lake and each was found to have 
a bullet wound between the eyes. 

‘Subsequently the stepfather of the boys 
was tried for their murder, convicted’ and 
sentenced to be hanged. A short time be- 
fore the sentence was to be executed knowl- 
edge came to his attorney that evidence 
implicating Wright had been found.

against Wright, Mrs. Wright had secured 
a divorce. Under promise of immunity for 
herself she was induced to return to Utah 
ana she told the State Board of Pardons 
the story of the shooting of the three young 
men, It was to the effect that the three 
had knowledge of Wright's guilt as a 
cattle thief—guilt. for which a man is as 
likely to be hanged without ceremony in 
Utah as for homicide—and had threatened 
to make charges against him; that Wright, 
fearing they might carry out their threat, 
went to their cabin one evening when their 
mother and stepfather were away, shot 
them down, carted them to a lake nearby, 
cut à hole in the joe and placed bodies 
in the lake. 

This hearing before the state Board of 
Pardons was held last April. On the 
strength of the statement made by Mrs, 
Wright, the board recommended that the 
prisoner be given his liberty and later the 
governor indorsed the recommendation and 
granted a pardon. . '

Charges of Embezzlement. | 
While in Colorado Mr. Candlish learned 
‘that Case was charged with having in- 
duced capitalists to invest considerable 
sums of money in the various mining prop- 
erties, with the understanding that the 
money was to be applied at once to devel- 
oping the mines, and then misappropriating 
the funds. The stockholders in the Union 
mine, for which the most money had been 
secured, were out about $800, and those of 
the other companies had paid in smaller 
amounts which they claimed Case a em- 
bezzled.

Fire Sweeps the Lumber Districts 
South of Winnipeg and 500 Lives 
Are Imperiled—Special Train Goes 
to the Rescue of the Settlers, but It 
Has Not Been Heard From and Pos- 
sibly Is Lost—Wagon Parties 
for Scene Today. 

Winnipeg, Man., April 21.—[Special.}— 

Five hundred persons are surrounded by 

fire—perhaps already have perished—in the 

timber districts southwest of here. A spe- 


since entering the fire zone it has not been 
heard from. ‘it is feared that the train has 
been cut off by the flames and burned. 

The worst of the bush fires are along 
the line of the Southeastern railway. All 
the country from La Broquerie, about fifty 
miles down the line, to Warren, Minn., a 
distance of seventy-five miles, is known to 
be threatened by the fire, which is sweeping 
the forest in all directions, fanned by a 
strong easterly wind. 


Five Hundred Imperiled. 

The number of people entrapped is estimat- 
ed at 500, composed chiefly of scattered set- 
tlers and men employed in the lumber camps 
of J. A. Buchanan, Neil & Keith, and J. 
| Hylan, who had an aggrergate of 300 men 
and 150 teams at work in the district near

No messages have been received since 9 
o'clock today, when the operator at Wood 
Ridge, ten miles this side of Vassar, report- 
ed that the special train bearing Buchanan 
and Keith’s men and railway officials had 
been within four miles of Vassar and was 
driven back by flames.

[DYNAMITE AT WELLAND CANAL. 


Two: ‘Men Partly Wreck the Gates to 
_ Lock 24—Damage Will be Re- 
paired by Tuesday. 


“Therola,’ Ont., April 21.—An attempt was 
made at 7 o’clock tonight to blow up a lock 


er the explosion three men were seen to 
run away from the lock. They were ar- 
rested: later as they were about to cross 
the Ntagara River bridge to the American 
side. 

The dynamite blew out the head gate of 
a lock, An attempt was made at the same 
time to blow out the foot gate, but failed. 
Had both gates been blown out a prism 
of canal half a mile long, forty feet wide, 
and twenty feet deep would suddenly have 
been filled with water. That probably would 
have washed out half a dozen locks and 
flooded the Village of Merritton, a short 
distance from: Welland, besides doing great 
damage in Welland. 

No motive can be assigned for the at- 
tempt: to destroy the canal, unless, possi- 
bly, it was the work of Boer sympathizers. 

At the police station two of the men arrest- 
ed after the explosion gave their names as 
John Walsh of Washington, D. C., and John 
Nolson of Philadelphia. Walsh is appar- 
ently 28 years old, small, and smooth shaven: 
Nolson is 50 years, tall, and weighs 215 
pounds. Both men had smal! sums of money. 
The ‘police had seen these two men in the 
company of a shortset, smooth-faced man 
who they say crossed and recrossed the steel 
arch bridge two or three times a day during 
the last three. or four days and would meet 
the short man at seemingly the same given 
point every day. This man was soon placed 
under arrest. He refused to give his name, 
but was recognized as a man who has 
stopped at a local hotel since April 12, where 
he is registered as Karl Dullmann, Wash- 
ington, D. .C.

In addition to asserting that Mayor Har- 
ron exerted a “tyrannical, czarlike polit- 
ical influence“ over the board of education, 
the Rev. R. A. White, pastor of-the Stewart 
Avenue Universalist Church, declared that 
“the people can depend on it that the board 
will allow no man to succeed Dr. Andrews 
who would oppose any desire of the mayor.“ 
It does not seem to have filtered through 
‘the minds of the péople of Chicago that at 
present the school system is controlled by 
the most tyrannical one-man power in the 
country,” said the Rev. Mr. White. Mayor 
Harrison is a political one-man power. That 
kind of a power is most disastrous to any 
educational institution. mayor is a 
ezar over the schools if there was ever one. 


4 Would Not Mince Words. 
we should not mince words in dealing 
with the school problem. The idea th 
the control of our schools by expert au- 
thority would cripple our educational insti- 
tution is a bugaboo. We need an authori- 
tative head over our schools—and we have 
to choose between a political one-man power 
and an educational one-man power. We 
already have got the political power—got 
it with a vengeance. There is no need of 
squabbling over that question. 

But I am not attacking Mayor Harrison 
personally. Any other mayor probably would 
do the same thing. It is our system that 
is at fault. We have chosen to let poli- 
ticians instead of educators run our schools, 
My investigations dishearten me. I know 
that an educator with an idea has no 
chance with either the board of education or 
the mayor. Three members run the board 
when the mayor doesn’t. The other mem- 
bers of the board haven’t a ghost of a 
chance. The board of education has had 
it’s troubles with a man of ideas and it 
doesn’t propose to be troubled that way 
again. You can mark my word thet the 
man who gets the superintendency will not 
de a man who raises questions of expert 
authority. He will be informed before his 
selection that the mayor has rights which 


. have to be respected. 


It is time the people of Chicago demand 
that conditions be altered. This commit- 
tee should go before. the people and ask 
whether they want a politician or an edu- 
cator at the head of their public school 


Nelson’s Report. 

The existence of eight district superin- 
tendencies was declared by A. H. Nelson to 
have caused a dangerous lack of unity 
among the schools. His views were con- 
tained in à report on an. investigation. He 
had visited thrty different schools and 400 
class rooms scattered from Ravenswood to 
South Chicago. 

We need a man at the head of our schools 
whose authority is unquestioned,”’ said Mr.

Teachers to Hold Delegate Convention 
May 19—Statisties About Blind

A delegate convention of teachers will be 
held on Saturday, May 19, to consider meth- 
ods of revising pension rules to meet the 
drain upon the surplus of the pension fund. 
A committee of teachers decided upon the 
basis of representation for the convention 
at a meeting yesterday in the rooms of the 
board of education. It was decided‘to allow 
one delegate for every school with fifteen 
teachers, and one delegate for addi- 
tional fifteen teachers. Janitors and school- 
board employes will be given representa- 
tion upon the same basis. There will be a 
convention of 400 delegates. 

The questions which Will concern the con- 
vention have been stated in circulars to. 
the teachers. Among the suggested correc- 
tions of a system which is draining.the sur- 
plus of the pension fund is one to increase 
the assesment levied upon the teachers 
and board employes, for which an act of the 
legislature will be necessary, and one to de- 
crease the annuities, which is within the 
power of the pension board. : 

The deficit in the pension fund for March 
was $69. The deficit in February was 3610. 
The earnings from the 1 per cent assess- 
ment on salaries in March were $5,285.

military operations in South Africa.

No Fear of Intervention. 


‘The British public is confident that these 
numerous royal visits are portentous of 
events closely connected with the settlement 
of the questions oe n the war in 
South Africa. 

Foreible intervention on behalt of the 
Boers by Russia, or by any combination of 
the powers, is scoffed at by leaders of all 
political groupings here. And yet it is not

General European Congress. | 
Precedents for such a congress. are net 
lacking, nor the recollection that Great 
Britain in times past has warmly seconded, 
if it has not actually taken the initiative, in 
similar conferences, is not calculated to 
reassure the British public. 

In 1878—to recall a notable tnstance m re- 
cent history—Lord Beaconsfield and Lord 
Salisbury participated in the congress of 
Berlin, at which the terms of peace between 
Russia and Turkey were arranged, to the 
profit and satisfaction of England, Austria 
and Germany, if not of Russia. 

It is the memory of the Berlin congress 
that causes disquietude in political circles 
now. For after Russia had fought her way 
from Plevna through Shipka pass down to 
the gates of Constantinople, and was in a 
position to dictate terms even with an 
army corps surrounding the Yildiz Kiosk, 
the British fleet sailed through the Darda- 
nélles and by the menace of its presence 
kept the Russian troops at respectful dis- 
tance beyond the Ottoman capital. 


British Interference in Russia. 

General Ignatieff then negotiated the trea- 
ty of San Stefano, practically under the 
guns of the British fleet, and although it 
was ratified by both Turkey and Russia

RECREATION AS A SCIENCE. 


Sir James Crichton Browne Writes on 
the Problems of a Working- _ 
man’s Life. ;

LONDON, April 17.—Sir James Crichton 
Browne, M. D., vice president of the Royal 
Institution, one of the highest English 
authorities on mental and nervous diseases 
and author of several works on those sub- 
jects, in reply to the question: “How is life 
to be divided between work and play so it 
may be made brightest and longest?” 


writes: 


“The man who gives himself up wholly 
to play is an inebriate, requiring réforma- 
tory treatment, and even that may not 
save him from premature decay. The man 
who devotes himself exclusively to work 
is a glutton, who damages his constitution 
and curtatis his working days. 

“But how is the moderate man to lay 
out his time between work and play to the 
best advantage? There is and there can be 
no general rule in such matters, If, how- 
ever, some general indication is Insisted on, 
I should say the trades unionists have 
come as near the mark as may be, with 
eight hours work, eight hours -play and 
eight hours sleep.

Almost since it was 
organized six or seven years ago and was 
known as the Western league, it has been 
trying to break into Chicago. Yesterday it 
broke in. It not only broke in but the gen- 
tlemen who were sent by the league to do 
the breaking in got away with the diamonds. 


Old Athletic Grounds Remodeled. 


The first game of the American league in 
Chicago was played at its new grounds at 
Thirty-ninth street and Wentworth avenue. 
Here is where the oid Wanderers used to 
play cricket, and where college teams have 
played football, and where of late years 
small boys have played rounders and dis- 
consolate-looking goats have grazed from 
the thin herbage and gaudily colored wrap- 
pers from ex-tomato cans. 

Yesterday all was changed. A brand new 
grand stand, as yet innnocent of paint, stood 
in the southwest corner of the grounds and 
on either side long rows. of bleachers 
reached out to touch the brand new fence. 
Two painters were just beginning work on 
the fence, and why they did not twist their 
necks off every time somebody hit the ball 
it is impossible to say. No one who has 
not tried to paint a fence with a new base- 
ball club opening a new game behind his. 
back can appreciate what those painter 
men went through. While twisting their 
heads around to see whether “Dummy” Hoy 
would make third or die on second, they 
still tried to do their duty and daubed away 
with their paint brushes at the fence, and 
sometimes they painted the boards and 
sometimes they daubed the air and some- 
times they streaked each other. 

And when the hit was made that brought 
Chicago one ahead and made it look as 
though the White Stockings were going tc 
win, the glad painters dipped their cans 
against their brushes and merrily painted 
the fence with the cans, . 

It is a high, sturdy fence that has been 


people who like to see a baseball game 
without paying the general price of admis- 
sion at the gate saw the game yesterday. 
At one place a weak board had been pried 
off, and four eager faces peered through. 
The faces continually changed, suggesting 
that a variety of opinion prévailed outside 
as to who was entitled to look through the 
hole. There must have been a fight outside 
of that hole every five minutes, but the 
tide of battle never prevented at least four 
faces being glued firmly in the place of the 
missing board.

A man with a hoe went around once in 4 
while and hoed the base bags out into the 
light where they could be recognized, or 
they, too, might have been ploughed under. 
and harrowed and cultivated, and then thére 
would have been a nice crop of base bags. 
As it was, the pernicious activity of the 
man with the hoe prevented the base bags 
from taking root, and another man with 
a broom continually excavated for the 
home plate. 

The mud did not prevent the players from 
winning laurels. The fans would say: Great 
Scott, if he can do that well in the mud what - 
couldn't he do on dry land!“ 

The steel netting that is always tacked 
fn front of the grand stand to prevent foul 
balls from coming through and giving the. 
relatives of somebody a chance to sue for 
damages, was put up, but the edges of the 
strips were not tacked together, and some- 
times a ball came through and caused alarm 
and commotion. Isbell sent one ball flying 
through the bombproof, and it lit right at 
the feet of a crowd of fans, but it did not 
explode, and so no one was injured: :

He got back among his own kind again 
when he started in the Prospect Handicap at 
Brooklyn.

Mr. Jersey, 107. There wete others of less- 
er quality in the fleld and Gibson finished 
back of them, never being mentioned in the 
description of the race.

And then Gibson struck what he wanted 
when he was saddled for the Kimball Stakes 
at Latonia. The track was deep in mud. 
Gibson had 125 pounds on him to 110 on 
John Yerkes, 121 on Kentucky Farmer, 110 
on Parmenion, 110 on Strathlight, 114 on 
Solent, and 100 on Adair II. The story of 
that race is that he took up his weight like 
a gentleman and galloped right over the 
field, doing the six furlongs in 1:19. Ken- 
tucky Farmer was second, but never near 
enough to worry Gibson. John Yerkes 
showed. In some respects that was as good 
a race as he ran during the season. 

But Latonia was his home ground, and 
when they are talking about Gibson now 
they are fond of referring to his last race 
of the year when he won the Kentucky Cen- 
tral Stakes at a mile. He had the mud to 
do it in, and, with 125 pounds up, he ran a 
most impressive race, track, weight, and dis- 
tance considered, and was able to easily 
dispose of Kentucky Farmer, 121, and 
Florizar. 110, He did his mile in 1:46, and 
then went home for his winter's rest. 

When you come to a careful scanning 
of those performances you recognize that 
Lieutenant Gibson is to be reckoned with. 
He seems to have been more than an or- 
dinary one in the mud, and in that kind 
of going ran high-class races. But it must 
be noted that when he struck the best ones 
of his year he could not live at the pace 
they set for him. He could not beat horses 
which Mesmerist found easy, and there 
were half a dozen of them in the East that 
could make him tired on a fast track. Mes- 
merist never ran in the deep mud and we 
do not know what he could do in it, but 
Gibson’s performances in that particular 
kind of going would indicate that with a 
muddy track on Derby day, with him and 
Mesmerist at their best, the Kentuckian 
would give the Easterner a tough argument.

The stakes 
were $1,000 a hole and are mentioned as a 
mere matter of interest to the competitors.

Herbert Leeds of Boston for the Southern 
cross championship. Mr. Leeds had se- 
cured two wins for the cup and this year, if 
he had won, would have had permanent 
possession of the trophy. The other tourna- 
ments and games, both for the men and 
women, were all full of interest, and the 
season was well filled.

vacillation. There was once a famous Wis- 
consin law which stated that Wisconsin 
would prohibit the shooting of mallard and 
teal duck in the spring whenever the State 
of Illinois shall pass a similar law.“ As it 
appeared likely to be a couple of hundred 
years before Illinois would pass such a law, 
‘Wisconsin finally reformed on her own ac- 
count, and swung into what was admitted to 
be the wiser way in game legislation. 

It is not likely any man now living will ever 
see spring shooting abolished in Illinois and 
Indiana. These two States run far to the 
south, and take hold on heathendom in pro- 
tective matters. There have been many at- 
tempts to enact a prohibitory measure of 
this nature in this State, but the lower half 
of the State has always succeeded in proving 
that spring shooting in this section of the 
world is a condition and not a theory. Chi- 
cago sportsmen have been leaders in such 
movements at reform, yet, if the truth be 
told, some of the most ardent spring shoot- 
ers in the world live in this city. They think 
it would be a good thing to have this sport of 
shooting stopped, but they go on shooting 
just thesame. The fact seems to be that the 
old spring fret of the Anglo-Saxon race 
makes out-door men eager to shake off the 
winter harness with the coming of the first 
days of spring. There dawns some fine 
warm day, and the American, like the Eng- 
lishman, wants to get out and kill some- 
thing. 

Great Season for Ducks. 

The spring season of 1900 has been in many 
ways a memorable one. Not for more than 
a dozen years have we had so many ducks 
as we did this spring. That it takes water 
to bring ducks is an old axiom of the hunt- 
ers. This spring saw high waters over a 
great portion of the dest hunting grounds 
of Illinois and Indiaha. Kankakee, some- 
what dwindled under the recent drainage 
operations, became ambitious again as a 
duck region, and with a certain success. 
Some good bags were made at some of the 
clubs holding preserves along the Kanka- 
kee marshes. Shooting was fair for some 
days at Maksawba club and other points 
above and below there on the Kankakee. 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago, as well as the 


former Mayor, the Hon. Hempstead Wash- 


burne, patronized Maksawba club and at 
times have found good sport there, 

The best duck shooting this spring, how- 
ever, was not in the Kankakee country, but 
a little further to the south and west, along 
the great marshes of the Illinois River. 
Swan Lake club, owned by a number of 
Board of Tthde men and other wealthy 
Chicago citizens, showed fair sport, nota- 
bly a bit of that fascinating sport, mallard 
shooting in the timber. From Henry on 
down the Illinois River, at such points as 
Chillicothe, Browning, Meredosia, etc., the 
duck shooting was heavy indeed, and some 
enormous bags were made. Shooting in the 
Meredosia marshes, a Dr. Hunt of this city 
is said to have bagged over 2,000 birds during 
a trip of a few days. At Mud Lake, a marsh 
owned by some Chicago man, not far from 
the famous Hennepin club grounds, Mr. 
Fred Taylor and friends of this city killed 
over 2,000 ducks one week. Two Decatur 
shooters, on their private marsh in the Iny“ 
country of the Illinois Valley, are stated to 
have killed and marketed in Chicago over 
1,900 ducks. These are the heaviest bags 
which have been reported this spring. With- 
out question the market shooters have killed 
extraordinarily large numbers of birds along 
the IIIinois and Mississippi grounds this 
season, much heavier bags than have been 
known in years. In the minds of many this 
may indicate that there are just as many 
ducks as we have ever had. Such is not the 


tease. We simply had more high water, and 


this brought us a few more ducks than our 
share. The Mississippi Valley flight was a 
bit heavier, but it only subtracted that much

The flight of jacksnipe came up into IIli- 
nois early this spring. Last week it met 
the snow-storm which blanketed upper 
Illinois and Indiana with two or three 
inches of a covering not loved by the 
humble worm. In spite of this fact, the jack- 
snipe hung around, probably knowing more 


day or so the snow was gone, the sun came 
out warm, and the birds found plenty of 
feed all over a wide region of country which 
was left moist by the receding high waters, 
Koutts, Ind., on the Kankakee Marsh, is 
one of the best snipe points in the United 
States, though not so good now as it was a 
dozen years ago, when 75 to 100 birds to the 
gun per day was not impossible, and, indeed, 
hardly to be called unusual. A week ago to- 
day a Chicago man bagged eighteen snipe at 
Koutts, and the week before that, some days 
before the snow had disappeared from this 
region, he killed fourteen birds on the same 
marsh. This Koutts marsh is one of the 
early marshes. The region around Shelby, 
Ind., has also shown good sport this spring 
on a few days. At present the marsh there 
is almost too wet for good shooting. The 
best snipe shooting this spring thus far has 
been along the wet cornfields or warm 
meadows lying adjacent to the edges of the 
big marshes. When the water first recedes 
from the marsh it leaves the ground in a 
condition Known as sour,“ and the birds, 
finding no feed on such ground, move back 
into the flelds and meadows, where the 
earth is warm, and hence more frequented 


by the worms and insects on which they 
feed. 

f 
III order to be a good snipe hunter one 


must know the habits of the birds and not 
‘always hunt for them on the big marsh, 
which, under proper conditions, is their nat- 
ural home. The jacksnipe have always 
loved the Kankakee marshes, and, indeed, 
they breed there to numbers much greater 
than is generally known. It is not unusual 
tor shooters along the Kankakee to kill 
jacksnipe as early as July. These are local- 
bred birds, and, of course, do not come from 
the migratory flight which breed further to 
the north. The jacksnipe breeds all the way 
from this latitude as far north as the Great 
Slave Lake in the British possessions. 


Good Hunting Close to Chicago. 


There is good jacksnipe country almost 
within the dooryard of the City of Chicago. 
The famous Sag region, just below and to 
the west of the city, has been in its day a 
remarkable ground for snipe and plover. 
The marshes of the Little Calumet, running 
south and east of the Sag, at times yield 
good bags, indeed. All along to the north 
and west of the Sag, extending along the 
western edge of Chicago, and thence as far 
west as the Fox River, there is a snipe coun- 
try sometimes overlooked even by the wise 
ones. At Arlington Heights, one of the 
northwestern suburbs of Chicago, there is 
often ko be found good sport at jacksnipe, 
prairie plover (sometimes called sand snipe), 
and also at the golden plover. Along the 
warm, hummocky sloughs running up into 
the cultivated fields the snipe find good feed, 
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With next 
ing season, but by that time the fishing sea- 


and one may pick up half a dozen birds or

ers. This spring the snipe are generally 
scattered, owing to the fact, above referred 
to, that the water has been high, and hence 
has extended the ordinary feeding ground 
for these birds. While no extraordinary 
bags are reported as yet, the last few days 
of the season will no doubt bring in greater 
shooting. We have had two or three warm 


the birds up with a rush. The closing days 
of the season will see the shooters of this 
city busily accupied with the problem of the 
jacksnipe. Of course, every snipe shooter 
knows that there is no figuring on this bird. 
He is here today and gone tomorrow. Yet 
it is a safe prediction that the last days of 
the spring season for 1900 will give a good 
‘account as to the jacksnipe. Wisconsin has 
some excellent snipe marshes close to Chi- 
‘cago, but it is forbidden to kill this bird 
in that State until the fall season. 


Sport with the Golden Plover. 
The open season on golden plover closes 
on the same day as that for the jacksnipe. 
April 25. This bird does not fill so large a 
niche in the Western sportsman’s temple 
as either the jacksnipe or the duck, but it 
can, upon occasion, yield pretty sport to 
those who understand it. Chicago has pro- 
duced the greatest shooter of golden plover 
ever known in history., Italian Joe, or 
‘Plover Joe as he is sometimes called 
among members of the Chicago shooting 
craft. Italian Joe keeps a saloon out at 
Summit, within a few miles of the City 
Hall of Chicago. It may surprise some read- 
ers to know that within eight miles of the 
City of Chicago Joe last spring killed 600 
plover in two days’ shooting. Italian Joe 
found out many years ago, what has been 
known to a few of the shrewd ones, that the 
high fields and. warm meadows at Summit 
form a favorite feeding ground for the 
plover, and they always make this a stop- 
ping point on their northern flight. Gilman, 
III., is another place which is often good 
for the golden plover, and thence down into 
Illinois and Indiana for thirty or forty miles 
there are some fairly good grounds for this 
bird. It remains a singular fact, however, 
that the dividing ridge between the Des- 
plaines Valley and Lake Michigan is the 
best place for plover to be found in this part 
‘of the West. As far north as the northwest 
‘corner of Chicago the golden plover stop 
and feed, and they will be there this week. 
Italian Joe has invented a system for 
shooting plover which is peculiar to him- 
gélf. He uses a blind and decoys, much 
after the fashion of the shore bird shooters 
along the Eastern seacoast. An expert 
caller, he can swing a flock of plover which 
passes on either side of him within half a 
mile. Once these birds sight the decoys 
there is no keeping them away. Joe will not 
‘shoot at a flock as it crosses square in front 
ot him, or as it comes headed directly to 
him. He knows that the foolish birds will 
come in again and again to the call. His 
decoy birds are set at an angle of forty-five 
degrees with the wind. He knows the plover 
will come up against the wind. As they 
swing obliquely in toward the decoys, at a 
distance of twenty-five to thirty-five yards, 
Joe turns loose both barrels, raking the 
flock diagonally, and sometimes he picks up 
a couple of dozen birds. It is not unusual 
‘for him to call back the same flock to the 
decoys a second or third time. To be in a 
blind with Joe on a warm April day when 
the flight is on, when the grass is getting 
green and the sky is growing blue, is enough 
to make one forswear all his theories about 
shooting in the spring. It is likely Joe will 
have some fun with the plov’ from now 
until the end of the season. In his opinion 
it is an unwise law which stops plover shoot- 
ing just at a time it is getting good. 

The golden plover flight immediately suc- 
ceeds the flight of the jacksnipe in this 
country. Of course, there is the grass-snipe, 
prairie plover, sandsnipe, or “sandy” as 
he is indifferently known among our shoot- 
ers. This bird is in now over the marshy 
country in thousands. A great many big 
pags of jacksnipe which are sometimes re- 
ported may be suspected to hold a dozen, 
or two of sandsnipe here and there. Gulle- 
less and confiding, this little fellow seems 
to be especially planned to fill the require- 
ments of the shooter who ot stop the 


| gigzagging jack. Whistle to a flock of sand- 
snipe and often they swing up and come on 
in such shape that the shooter can knock a 


dozen or so out of the flock as they comq by. 
This is labor-saving. It is not often that 


the ratio stands in just that form when one 


is shooting jacksnipe.

TRAINING SEASON IS AT HAND AND 
INTEREST 18 REVIVING. 


Wheaton Mile Track and West Side 
Half-Mile Track Will Soon See the 
Side-Wheelers at Work—List of the 
Best Horses Now at the Course— 
Tommy Britton an Entry in the $20,- 
000 Stallion Stakes at Boston— 
American Trotters Abroad.

Matters in local horsedom will begin to 
liven up this week, as on May 1 there will be 


a general exodus to the two training tracks 


in this vicinity—the mile course at Wheaton 
‘and the half-mile track on the West Side. 
On May 1 also the Splan-Newgass sale of 
trotting-bred stock begins, and this will 
bring to this city a number of horsemen from 
all parts of the country. It is more than 
probable some of them will make arrange- 
ments with the local thainers to have horses 


worked.“ and there will also be some fly- 


ers, prospective and otherwise, purchased 
by Chicagoans, and the task of shaping them 
up for road or track use will stimulate mat- 
ters somewhat. So far as the Wheaton track 
is concerned, all the stalls have been ap- 
plied for, and there will be an extra good 


lot of trotters and pacers there next week. 


The principal stable will, of course, be that 
of George West. Tommy Britton is the star 
of the string and bids fair to cut quite a fig- 
ure in the big stallion races this season. 
West will start the season with a big lot of 
horses, perhaps as many as twenty-five, but 
none of them will be neglected in tho pre- 
liminary work, as West is always anxious 
to discover merit in horses that have no rec- 
ords, and gives his personal attention to 


everything in the barn when the time for 


fast work comes. He has secured as assist- 
ant trainer George Eggleton, who is a capa- 
ble man, well known and liked by horsemen, 
and capable of bringing a horse to his race 


The other record horses at present in 
West's care are the trotters Cutting, 2:12; 
Wynema, 2:13%,; Grand Simmons,2:17\%; Fan- 
ny Foley, 2:20; Yellow Jacket, 2:1814; Mart 
Allerton, 2:24%; Look Sir, 2:24%; and Axtel- 
lina, 2:26%. The last named is owned by 
the Axtell syndicate, and is the dam of a 
83-year-old filly by Tommy Britton that Mr. 
Ed Lord bought during the winter and sent 
to West. Cutting and Wynema are well 
known by their performances, but Grand 
Simmons, who will join the stable May 1, is 
new to Chicago. He is a brown stallion by 
Calibre, and was purchased in Philadelphia 
by L. M. Newgass and H. M. Tichenor a few 
weeks ago. Last season Grand Simmons 
trotted twelve races, winning all but the 
first one, which shows him to be a good 
campaigner. On the strength of what they 
know of the horse his owners have entered 
him in the early closing stakes to which he 
was eligible at Detroit, Cleveland, and Co- 
lumbus. 

Mart Allerton is not an impressive horse 
to look at, but those who saw him trot last 
season say that his record of 2:24% is no in- 
dication of what he could do, and a mile in 
2:14% is reported of him.

American Trotters Abroad. 
Years ago it was seriously contended by 
European writers that the Orloff trotter was 
as fast as any bred in this country. This 
was before the importation of the American 
trotter to Europe began. At first it was at- 
tempted to make a market for our trotters 
in England, but the result was a flat failure, 
the Britons evidently not caring for any- 
thing in the line of a driving horse except the 
heavy coacher or the cob, to both of which 
they had for 2 been accustomed. 
The English looked with disfavor on 
American vehicles, calling them “ spidery 
things,“ and today the only man in England 
who drives American trotters and pacers to 
American vehicles is Mr. Walter Winans, a 
rich American, who has for many years 
lived at Brighton, his latest purchase being 
a pair of pacers, each of whom has a record 
better than 2:10. 3 2 
But the French, the Germans, and the 
Italians took naturally to the trotter, al- 
though they have thus far strictly tabooed 
the pacer. Trotting meetings, where plenty 
of rich purses are offered, are held in all 
these countries, American trotters are im- 
ported by the score every year, and a num- 
ber of drivers from this side have located 
permanently in Europe. Especially in 
Austria does the trotting fever rage, and 
on March 25 a fine meeting began at Vienna. 
The summaries of the principal events show 
that .the Orloff trotter, once so highly es- 
teemed, has absolutely no chance against 
the American representatives, The sameis 
true of French-bred horses, that a decade 
ago were prominent where only they and 
the Orloffs competed in Puropean trotting 
events.

Players Who Gained a Reputation 
for His Brilliant and Aggressive 
Method—Chicago Clab to Move into

Rudolph Charousek, the well known Bo- 
hemian chess player, died at Buda-Pesth on 
last Wednesday. Herr Charousek was born 
in Prague, Bohemia, the birthplace of Will- 
jam Steinitz, Sept. 10, 1878. At 17 years 


ot age he was a good player, but it was not 


until he entered the tournament at Nurem- 
berg in 1896 that his claim to prominence 
was established. In other tournaments 
sirice then he demonstrated his right to be 
ranked with the masters. " 

Herr Charousek belonged to the younger 
set of chess stars, and was heralded as a 
coming Morphy. He had an exceptional 
knowledge of the theory of the openings and 
played the middle and end game well. His 
style was aggressive and brilliant but sound, 
and, averse to drawn games, he frequently 
lost by trying to win an even position. * Al- 
ways full of confidence and pluck, the promi- 
nence and reputation of his adversary did 
not deter him from entering upon a game 
with vigor and boldness. Among his more 
notable successes were: : 

Seventh place in Nuremberg tournamen 
in August, 1696, preceding Marco, Albin, 
Winawer, and Showalter. 

Tied with Tschigorin for first prize at 
Buda-Pesth in October, 1896, Tschigorin

in this tournament. 


Won first prize in a quadrangular match 
between Hungarian experts at Buda-Pesth 
in 1897, Maroczy being second. 

Won first prize at the international tourna- 
ment at Berlin in October, 1897.

ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES WINNERS. 


Defeat Harvard, Columbia, and Lale in 
Cable Chess Match. 


New York, April 21.—Oxford and Cambridge 
combined defeated the American universities, 
Harvard, Columbia, and Tale, in a cable chess 
match after a two days’ struggls by the score of 
4% to 1%. While the British victory was antici- 
pated; the overwhelming defeat of the Americans 
is a matter of surprise. The Oxford contingent 
proved much stronger than was expected. 

The trophy donated by Professor Isaac L. Rice 
will remain in England for another year. 

The first of three consecutive victories for the 
British universities was achieved by Ellis of Ox- 
ford over Columbia’s crack player, Sewall. The 
score of the match was then a tie, each having 
won one game. England took the lead shortly 
afterward when Cook of Yale resigned ths game 
on the fourth board to George, another Oxford 
man. For the third time the American universi- 
ties had to acknowledge defeat when Hunt of 
Princeton surrendered to Softlaw of Cambridge.

Captain C. N. B. Macauley of the United 
States army declares that a flight of dragon 
flies killed. off at Fort Abraham Lincoln 
within the space of two days the millions 
of mosquitoes that had mafle life there al- 
Experiments are to be 
made within the next month in New Jersey 
and in one or two other places to see if the 
turning loose of the dragon flies will not 
redeem some sections of the country from 
the pest that makes them uninhabitable 
during certain seasons. The darning 
needles’ are bred in slowly running water 
They will not mature. under the stagnant 


conditions which make mosquitos thrive, 


It is necessary to keep all fish and frogs 
out of the nursery of the dragon flies be- 


cause nearly all kinds of fish and certainly 


all frogs consider the hatching. insects a 
The dragon flies themselves in 
the larvo state are fed on cut up fresh fish. 
If they. don’t get plenty of this food they 
turn. cannibal and eat one another up. 
When the time is ripe they are transported 


‘to the mosquito water stretches and there 


turned loose. 


H. Murray of. the United States Fish - 


commission is authority for the statement 
that mosquitoes attack and kill baby trout 
when they come to the surface. It is also 


held by many scientists that the Mosquito: 


may carry a diseased germ from one per- 
son to another by means of its cutting and 
blood sucking instrument. It is hinted that 
the spread of disease in this manner is more 
prevalent than people believe, and thus 
another reason has evolved for the form- 
ing of a dragon fly army. The hammer head 
dragon fly, which may be known at once 
by a glance at the shape of its head, is said 
to be the most voracious of its kind. One 


‘of these creature was injured accidentally 


by an experimenter, who had khocked off 
with a blow the least seven ents of 
the insect’s body. To test its life tenacity 
ahd its appetite as well, the seven segments 
were fed one after the other to the injured 
insect. It ate them readily and with ap- 
parent relish. If the people living near 


mosquito pools have not had the forethought. 


to lay in a supply of embryo dragon flies 
let them sprinkle this spring a little crude 
petroleum over the surface of the infested 
water and the result will be the dying of 
all the mosquito wigglers t He in the 
depths.

Captain Peck was connected with the 
Santa Fe in a legal capacity for many years 
before he assumed charge of the legal affairs | 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul road. . 

Roswell Miller, chairman of the Board of 
Directors of ‘the’ Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, and formerly President of the sys- 
tem, enlisted as a private in Battery, E of 
the Third New York Artillery; at Auburn, 
N. ., Aug. 14, 1863. He saw first active 
service in North and South Carolina. Was 
with Grant's army along the James River, 
and during the entire siege of Petersburg. 
He was promoted to a Lieutenancy, and be- 
fore being mustered out was brevetted a Cap- 
tain. He served about three years. Mr. 
Miller entered railway work about four years 
after his discharge from the army. He is a 
member of the Loyal Legion of Chicago. 

Frank P. Crandon, Tax Commissioner of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway com- 
pany, entered the military service in 1862 as 
First Lieutenant. He was appointed to the 
First Maryland Cavalry, which was at that 
time serving under General Sigel in Virginia. 
His military service lasted until the close 
of the war, after which he was assigned to 
duty as Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Refugees, Freedmen, and Abandoned Lands, 
with headquarters at Gordonsville, Va. His 
service was with the cavalry corps, and cov- 
ered the various campaigns of the Army of 
the Potomac, which extended as far north 
as Gettysburg, and as far south as Appo- 
mattox, at which place the active campaign- 
ing service of the Army of the Potomac 
ended.

Inasmuch 
as the books chosen are such as will de- 
licht All young people the supply of twenty 
will last for twenty weeks, when it may be 
taken to another neighborhood. It would 
be well if there were a hundred or more such

city. One can be started at practically a 
small cost, even if the books are bought new. 
A good nucleus can be obtained from the dis- 
carded books of more wealthy children, care 
being taken to include none that are not 
actually such as children like to read. If 
the plan became general the home l- 
braries.’ could be exchanged-on the plan of 
the traveling libraries that have been 80 
successful in the rural districts of Wisconsin 
and New York. It might be suggested that 
the children can obtain books.from the pub- 
lic library. The truth is that this does not 
occur to them, and when it does they are 
dimdent about applying for the books, In- 
stead they read the trashy dime novels’ 
that they can buy second-hand for @ penny.

cagoans are not in favor of the repeal of | 
the civil service law and do not lend a. 
willing ear to the suggestion made by him 
the other day as to the possible advisability | 
‘of its repeal. He “ denies indignantly * 
that he ever said he was in favor of the 
repeal of that law, He explained, after 
a delay of two weeks, in a speech made 
on Friday night, that what he actually 
said at the Thirty-second Ward meeting 
was: “There were defects in the law 
which should be amended; that if it was 
a good law it should be enforced and if it 
was a bad law it should be repealed.” 
Then, presumably to leave no doubt as 
to his position concerning the law, he said: 
„I want' it understood that if I am elected 
Governor it will be enforced.“ 6 

This explanation needs a little explain- 
ing. What does Judge Hanecy mean when 
he that if elected Governor he will 
enforce the civil service law? That law 
does not‘apply to the employés of the State 
government. It does not regulate the man- 
ner in which the clerks in the Springfield 
offices or the subordinates in the different 
„State institutions shall be selected. It is 
a law to “regulate the civil service in 
cities.” It was enacted, as well known, 
for the special use of Chicago, though 
other cities may avail themselves of it. 
By the law the enforcement of its pro- 
visions is intrusted to the Mayor. He it 
is whe appoints commissioners who if in 
sympathy with the law make it of ines- 
timable value, and who if not in sympathy 
with it make it a mere = of words sig- 
nifying nothing. 

The Mayor of Chicago, believing the civil: 
service law is a’ bad law, has continued 
go to administer it as to take almost all 
the force out of it. It is not incorrect 
to say the law is not enforced. This is 
deplorable, but the Governor of Illinois 
cannot better matters. He cannot com- 
pel the Mayor of Chicago to do his duty 
in this particular. No matter if Judge 
Hanecy is burning with zeal for civil service 
reform he could not, were he Governor, 
foree Mayor Harrison to live up to the 
spirit of the civil service law. 

Then why 
will enfor¢e the law if elected Governor? 
It cannot be assumed that he is igno gnorant | 
of the fact that the enforcement of the 
law is put in the hands.of the Mayor, over 
whom the Governor has no control. It 
may be permissible, therefore, to assume 
that in this feature of the law lies one 


speaks and that he has in mind the amend- 
ing of the civil service act so that it shall 
provide for the ‘appointment of the Chi- 
cago Oivil Service Commissioners by the 
Governor of Illinois. Were this done the 
enforcement of the law would depend on 
whoever was Governor. 

Such a modification of the law as this, if 
proposed, would not be geceived by cheers 
by Chicagoans, especially if made for the 
purpose of enabling Judge Hanecy, if elect- 
ed Governor, to enforce e civil service 
law. For this change would be simply 


| exchanging the frying pan for the fire. Civil 


Service Commissioners appointed by Mayor 
Harrison nullify the law for the benefit 
of certain politicians of one party. Com- 
missioners appointed at the request of 
Lorimer and Jamieson would nullity it 
with equal energy and thoroughness for 
the benefit of certain politicians of another 
party. The law would be as pithless in 
one case as in the other. Simply a new set 
of fellows would profit by its malenforce- 
ment. 

It may be that Judge Hanecy does not 
really contemplate the amendment of the 
civil service law so that the commissioners 
shall be appointed by the Governor. It 
should not be Amended thus. There is an 
oportunity to get rid ot an unsatisfactory | 
Mayor every two years. A Governor holds 
for four years. But if Judge Hanecy has 
not such an amendment as this in mind 
to cure one of the unnamed defects 
in the law—Chicagoans are not aware there 
are any—what does he mean by this promise 
that he will enforce the civil service law if 
elected Governor? This is something which 
should be explained in some future speech.

Second in number were domestic servants, 
of whom 67,825 opened accounts. Accounts 
were opened by 64,940 industrial workers, 
62,604 day laborers and agricultural work- 
ers, and by 387,215 clerks and other office 
employés. The total number of depositors 
in France now reaches the enormous num- 
ber of 3,087,721, with 875,000,000 francs to 
their credit. The postal bank acts as a 
feeder for the larger savings banks, for the 
national bank will not receive deposits ag- 
gregating more than 1,500 francs from one 
person. Largely through the postal bank 
the other savings banks have received de- 
posits of - 3,405,000,000 france, which is, an 
average of 112 francs for every de woman, 
and child 1 France.

Mrs. Beckwith, however, is not discour- 
aged. She is of opinion that at the end 
of the century ‘(this or next?) women will 
appeat as the leaders in organization. 
Women,“ she says, are studying in their 
clubs history, politics, and our new pos- 
sessions, and not the least fascinating topic 
is themselves.” This ais where they make 
a fatal mistake. 
mankind is man.” Before women become 
leaders in organization they must study 
that somewhat abstruse and robust sub- 
ject, and they cannot do that successfully 
on their present lines of investigation. 
There are two serious obstacles which 
stand in the way. To become leaders in 
organization they must give up reading 
essays and rise superior to tea and cro- 
quettes, No great organizer prepares 
papers and reads them. Tea and croquettes 
are not conducive to the study of man 
or any virile subject. They invariably di- 
vert the mind to gossip, triviality, and 
mutual complimenting. When clubwomen 
shall sternly resolve never to look into a 
cyclopedia again or prepare a paper, and 
content themselves with reading what the

NEEDLESS METHODIST ALARM. 

The address of Luther Laflin Mills at the 
recent banquet’ of the Methodist Social 
‘union on the decadence of the Methodist 
Church voices a prevailing sentiment 
among Methodists themselves, but the sta- 
tistics of the church covering its entire his- 
tory, if they tell the truth, do not justify 
the alarm. It is true that the Bishops, in 
their recent address to the church, in which 
they appointed a week for fasting and 


for the last year show a decrease in the

facts that startle. If the last year had been 
the first in which there was a decrease, and 


the advance of Methodism, had been 
“checked” and its “advance column 
forced back,“ the fearful conclusions of the 
Bishops’ address would be justified. But 
the statistics, covering 125 years, show sev- 
enteen other years in which there was a 
decrease iand forty-seven years in which 
the advance was either “checked” or 
“forced back a little.” The years of de- 
crease have covered the entire period of the 
church’s history; but, with only one excep- 
tion, the period without an actual decrease 
was longer immediately preceding the de- 
crease of last year than ever before. 
The years in which there has been a de- 


crease are:

The great decrease of nearly half a mil- 
lion in 1846 was due to the division of the 
church on the slavery question and to the 
organization of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. The decrease in 1861 to 
1864 was due to the war. But the decrease 
of other years was due to natural causes. 
In four years it was actually larger than in 
1899, and in others where the figures are 
small the decrease was a great deal larger 
relatively than last year. 

That such actual decrease, or a Becrease 
in the annual increase, is not a cause for 
alarm to Methodists: is shown by the sta- 
tistics of the last ten years. In 1889 the in- 
crease in membership was 80,852. The next 
year, 1890, the increase was only 47,490, a 
decrease in increase of 87,000. The follow- 
ing year, 1891, the increase advanced to 
102,506. Then came a year of decline, aw 
the Increase fell off to 62,940. The ne 
year showed an increase of 81,426. e- 
year following, 1894, the increase reached 
157,686, the highest point in twenty-five 
years, and it has been exceeded only once in 
the history of the church—in 1868, when the 
increase-was 209,084. It fs not surprising 
that the large increase of 1894 should be 
followed by years of decline, but the an- 
nual increase continued large, being 76,596 
in 1895, 65,181 in 1896, 54,718 in 1897, and 
87,085 in 1898. Years of great increase, 
like 1868 and 1894, usually add to the mem- 
bership the names of many who 
afterward withdraw or are dropped 
when the rolls are pruned. They 
had joined on probation, and hence were 
counted in the annual statistics, but they 
had not become full a at the end of 
| their six months’ probation, and in course 
of time, by their own indifference or inac- 
tion, ceased to be even probationary mem- 
bers. 

The causes which Mr. Mills assigned for 
the decrease—secularization of the ministry 
and higher criticism—may be operating to 
diminish the zeal and evangelistic power of 
the Methodist Church, but the statistics of 
the church do not of themselves justify the 
conclusion, nor are they an occasion for 
alarm. Indeed, if the number of reports of 
revivals and accessions in the Methodist 
papers are a safe guide, the indications are 
that the year 1900 will show a considerable 
tncrease instead of decrease in membership, : 


» REVERE AND HIS RIDE. 
Last Wednesday was the one hundred 9 
and twenty-fifth anniversary of the famous 
ride of Paul Revere, when that sturdy 
‘patriot aroused the “embattled farmers” 
and, as has been supposed, from the steeple 
ot Christ Church were shown the lanterns 
which gave notice of the British march upon 
Lexington. Upon the eve of this anni- 
rsary comes the iconoclastic Boston 
Transcript and demonstrates that the pres- 
ent Christ Church is not the Old North 
Church and that the lantern was not hung 
from Christ Church, which was an English 
church, most of whose members were tough 
old Tories. The Old North Church stood in 
the Old North Square, and it was in such 
a position that the signals could have been 
given from it as described, while they 
could not have been seen if displayed from 
Christ Church, nor could the sexton have 
seen the movements of the British from its 
height. Moreoverf the Old North Church 
was the church to which Paul Revere be- 
longed. Shortly after the famous ride it 
was demolished by order of General Howe 
and used for fuel. It was never rebuilt. 
And this is not all. Not content with 
demonstrating that these is no church 
standing from which the lanterns were 
shown, the iconoclasts have also dimmed 
the glory of Paul Revere’s solitary ride by 
proving that he was not the only rider of 
that morning. William Dawes, a stanch 
patriot and personal acquaintance of Dr. 
Warren, was commissioned by him to carry 
| the same warning as Paul Revere. He 
reached Lexington about half an hour later 
than Revere, and there he was joined by | 
Dr. Prescott of that place, who rode with 
him to Concord, warning the farmers along 
the road.

The child, when he first enters school, is desirous of doing right him- 
self and of having others do right.

A little later he finds 
himself hiding the wrong-doing of his schoolmates, suppressing from those 
in authority all knowledge of the things in the school that he is affected 
by. Later in life he does the same thing. Let the authorities: find it 
out—it is none of my business to expose my neighbor,” he says, and, as a 
man, in the civic life of later years. The vicious and selfish boy of the 
school comes to the front ard dominates; he learns to tolerate and 
to hide. Later in life he finds this same element active in politica 
and public matters generally. True to the habits that were fixed upon 
aim in school, he still stands back and is a passive looker-on.

fense against good order in the school concerns them as much as it does the 


teacher. They should, therefore, be as active as the teacher in suppressing 
bad conduct. In every school, as in every city, there are more rightly dis- 
- posed people than wrongly disposed. Such well-disposed pupils are stim- 


ulated to assert themselves in a positive manner about the school. They do 
it, and the result is that misconduct is unpopular, and the wrongdoer finds 


that potent factor, public opinion, against him in the school. 


The machinery of government is simple and direct. Officers called 


“tribunes,” a girl and a boy, are elected in each room once a month. They 
are the official spokesmen of the room.

First—It is found that it is entirely practicable to have pupil coBpera- 
tion in government from the first year grades to the vgn, and that it is 
the easiest to maintain in the lower grades. 

Second—It has been demonstrated that pupils can learn the habit of 
personal self-control, and can create a school sentiment against wrong 
conduct that is sufficient to restrain the thoughtless or indifferent, with 
but little assistance from the teeachers. 

Third—The effect on the playgrounds is salutary. Boisterous conduct, 


petty quarrels and imposition upon the rights of others are prevented by the 


pupils themselves. 

Fourth—All disposition to annoy the passing public or individuals in or 
out of the school has disappeared. A city police officer about the school would 
be regarded as a disgrace by the pupils, and his services be uncalled for, 
because there are scores of boys who would immediately act if an officer 
was needed. 

Fifth—Cheating in examinations and fraud and deception upon tha 
teacher in the upper grades have entirely disappeared, because the majority

Naval Problem of the Great Lakes.

HE possibility of a naval battle on the great lakes 
at some time in the near future is an interesting 
subject to contemplate. It has recently been sug- 
gested by the assertion made in Congress and ip 
many of the newspapers of the country that the 
people of our great cities bordering on the inland 
seas are the ones of all others who ought to be 
advocates of a greater American navy.

The canals cannot be navi- 
gated during the winter season, when, together with the lakes themselves, 
they are ice-bound. In summer it would be equally impossible. 

The railroads furnish the solution to this problem. They can convey 
to the Canadian frontier and across it such forces of field artillery that 
any advance would be promptly checked. Naval vessels can operate with 
some advantage at sea against artillery on shore, as they present but 
small and rapidly-moving target, but locked in a canal they would be almost 
helpless. A well-placed mortar battery would drop shells along the line of 
the canal, and, even if the projectiles missed the war vessels themselves, the 
effect would be the same—the banks of the canal would be demolished, the 


‘Jocks destroyed, the water would be run off, and the gunboats be left 


stranded. Let us; then, not fear on the score of Canada’s superior canal 


facilities.

“HE great immediate problem before the United 
States in the Philippines is the successful establish- 


responsibilities and conditions of government in the Philippines. 
Whether we hold the islands forever or in time give them into the 


control of the Filipinos, there will be a protracted period of vital impor- 


tance, covering fully the next decade, during which the lasting future wel- 


' fare of the islands will be decided by the kind of government that is ad- 


ministered. It would seem, therefore, altogether wise that some step 
should be taken immediately at Washington to prepare men for the work 
before them in the Philippines. 

After being selected by an ordinary civil service examination they 
should be given a course, short but practical, which would make them fa- 
miliar not only with the languages which they will have to use but with 
the conditions and necessities of government among Asiatic peoples, as 
well as the manifold questions of life and well-being that must be met. 
in strange. countries, especially in the tropics. 

I would, for instance, suggest that no wiser step could be taken than 
for the government to announce that 500 or 1,000 young men would be 
taken from the graduating classes of American colleges this next June, 
selected by competitive examination, then given a ee instruc- 
tion preparatory to entering the Philippine service. 1 

If it is not done now something of the kind must be done sooner or 
later. The sooner the better. Every one who has carefully studied Great 
Britain's strength throughout the great empire of India and in Burmah, 
the Malay States, and in Hongkong and Singapore, knows that her 
strength lies in her splendidly equipped men who are in the civil service.

The peons cling 
to the idea of their individual abodes, but in 
many cases. they prefer to occupy houses 
erected by the planter rather than take 
the trouble to build for themselves. 

Some of their houses are constructed of 
boards, with roofs of corrugated iron. The 
majority, however, are mere 
“shacks,” 10 or 12 feet wide by 12 or 15 
feet in length. The frames are constructed 
of slender limbs, the sides from the rind of 
palm trunks or from palm leaves, and the 
roofs are thatched with palm leaves. Oc- 
casionally both walls and roof are made of 
thatched grass, the. result then being a less 
ragged looking structure than in other cases. 
The sills of all houses rest upon posts from 
one to three feet high, in order to insure 
dryness during the rainy season. Even the 
poorest hut usually contains partitions sepa- 
rating one corner from the rest, and also an 
ell or shed where is located the kitchen 
** stove."’ This last consists of a rude table 
or box on legs, or a mere mound on which

the kettles or stew pans, while wood fires 
are kindled beneath them. The ell may be 
inclosed in walls or may consist merely of a 
roof or awning. There may or may not be 
another opening in the hut besides the door- 
way. The door itself is often made of palm 
leaves and merely set against the opening 
from the inside. Glass is, of course, un- 
known. Flowers are cultivated about the 
doors of some of the houses, but most of 
them are absolutely barren of any touch of 
exterior, or interior decoration, and there is 
a surprising lack of gardens.

The planters from 
South Carolina, from Virginia, and Georgia 
came during the legislative sessions in car- 
riages overland to visit their kinsfolk in 
Cahaba and vicinity, bringing with’ them 
hundreds of slaves in their retinues. In 
winter Cahaba was the social capital of 
Dixie. In summer the great families moved 
overland to White Sulphur Springs in Vir- 
ginia, and even to New York in their car- 

In 1824 Cahaba was visited by Lafayette, 
then making a tour of the United States. 
From all over the South the people flocked 
to Cahaba to greet the French nobleman 
who had given so much toward the success of 
the continental armies. Lafayette came 
down the river in a steamboat decorated and 
garnished for the occasion. One hundred 
flower girls strewed flowers in his path as 
he ascended the bluff to the town and the 
streets were garlanded. That night there 
Was a great ball in the Governor's mansion 
and Lafayette, with a Miss Stewart, led the 


cotillon. The belles and gallants of all the | 


country side were there. 


During the sessions of the ‘Legislature 
every citizen of Cahaba kept open house 
and the beauties of Dixie flocked there to 
dance on the waxen floors. The gallants 
and the great men came to gamble and 
drink, for Cahaba, like many of those old 
Southern cities, was a fast place. Great 
poker games flourished and drinking was the

On the corner below the courthouse there

When Burr Was There. 

Senator Pettus came to Cahaba in 1857 as 
a Circuit Judge. He found the docket so 
crowded and the law busines so profitable in 
that town he at once resigned from the 
bench and took up the practice of law. He, 
too, entered the confederate army and was 
made a Brigadier General for gallantry at 
Vicksburg. Later he, too, removed to Sel- 
ma, and now resides within a stone’s throw 
of his confrére, Morgan. y 

There is another little point in the early 
history of the deserted village which the 
local historian, who keeps the only store 
left, relates. That is the coming of Aaron 
Burr. When Burr was promoting his plan 
for the establishment of an empire in the 
Southwest he visited Cahaba and delivered 
an address in the courthouse. A few days 
after he made that speech Burr was ar- 
rested, charged with conspiracy, and 
brought back through Cahaba, stopping at 
the courthouse, under vastly changed con- 
ditions.

$2,646,906, and tobacco, $716,586. The pres- 
ent state of the coffee interest is therefore 
of the most serious importance to the island. 
The coffee planters, apparently not a 
wealthy class at best, are utterly paralyzed 
financially. Not only have they not recov-. 
ered from the disaster, but the cultivation 
of their estates and even measures of rec- 
lamation have been largely suspended. 
They have no money and can borrow none 
with which to carry on work. Indeed the 
relief administered to the island in the form 
of rations has been to a considerable ex- 
tent, hitherto, and is to be almost altogether, 
henceforth, practically a direct nus. to 
these disabled proprietors. The rations are 
delivered to them to be distributed to the 
peons in return for work in'clearing up the 
‘plantations. | 
After an hour or two on the trail we en- 
countered a score of men with machetes 
sheathéd in banana leaves, according to po- 
lice regulations for travel. Some of them 
bore diminutive parcels wrapped in sacks 
or cloths, and all wore serious looks. They 
had gone forth fifteen or twenty miles the 
previous day, Sunday, to seek work on the 
roads being constructed by the United 
States government and were return- 
ing from a fruitless quest. They 
gave graphic expression to the stagnation 


ual), Which were being distributed to some 
of the people by the United States govern- 
ment in return for work upon a few of the 
coffee plantations. I saw brought into the 
house of my host an old woman who had 
come in from the country to beg for food 
and had fallen in the street from weakness. 
I observed the lines of scantily clad people 
making their way home in the rainy twilight 
Along the different trails leading into the 
mountains, some empty handed, some car- 
tying government rations or other articles 
Sbtained from barter, and I was fully aware 
they silently disappeared and the rush 
lights gleamed out from some of their huts 
ar up the steeps that many of them and 
the members of their families were in a 
condition of helpless and silent hunger. In- 
deed, the whole population of the district 
Was alleged to be in a state of acute desti- 
tution. 


MORTUARY F IGURES. 

Three days before, on the trail from 
Arecibo to Utuado, I had fallen in with a 
German coffee planter, who explained that 
during the first two months after the cyclone 
thirty people out of a total of perhaps 200 on 
his estate had been buried, and each day of 
my journey I had seen people who were 
Pidinly emaciated from the lack of food. It 
is not difficult to understand why unsatisfied 
hunger should exist. Bananas normally con- 
Stitute two-thirds of the food of the peon 
Class of the country. The storm, however, 
destroyed every banana plant on the island 
and nearly all other fruits. The old, the sick, 
or otherwise unproductiye and helpless mem- 
bers of families, since there was not ehough 
for all, were accordingly left without suste- 
mance, and they soon succumbed. 

Even now, both in this city and in other 
parts of the island, people are from time to 
time dying from hunger. Tus funeral of a 
Neon is a simple matter. I met one on the 
trail two days ago. Four men were bearing 
the body in an unpaintéd and uncovered 
Wooden box, supported on cross sticks upon 
their shoulders. Now and then, a hut is 
found to contain a member crouching in the 
Corner on account of illness, supersti- 

rites for the dead are sometimes en- 
Sountered at night in these lonely abodes.

At frequent intervals women were seen 
Washing in the Rio Grande, along which we 
traveled for a time, and were spreading their 
cleansed garments—mostly made up from im- 
Ported flour sacks—on the rocks to bleach and 
Gry in the sun. The present channel of the 
Fiver is a new and ragged one, torn out to a 
Width of from 200 to 600 feet through fertile 
Bottoms and steep slopes. Sheer banks,

, bare ledges, and sheets of gravel in place 
Of growing tobacco, sweet potatoes, and 

plants. The story of this stream, 
Weed in a few hours to a bewildering tor- 
pent of destruction, carrying away land and 


of the peasantry to ‘find employment 
far or near. A contractor’s foreman on the 
road construction between Arecibo and 
Utuado said that instead of the 700 men al- 
ready at work they could have several times 
that number if they had occasion for them. 
A business-man in: Utuado said that 2,000 
men could be had for jobs in that district 
at once. The German planter stated that 
men were coming to him from the distance of 
a day's journey for work, and that, al- 
hough he was at the time employing only 
sixty or seventy men, there would be fifty 
men at his place on Monday morning asking 
for work. i 
Not.only is employment lacking, but pay 
for such as there is is reduced. The German 
planter said he was now paying (beside 
breakfast), only 15 to 21 cents a day (of 
eleven and a half hours), whereas formerly 
he paid from 22% to 30 cents. The road con- 
tractors for a time paid 50centsaday, Now 
they have cut down this amount to from 
80 to 39 cents, breakfast has n withdrawn 
by some of them, and the wo y, at least 
in some n it not easy to 
certain—is eleven hours. 
“Though the special object of the President 
inaugurating road construction at this time 
from the $3,000,000 emergency fund was to 
distribute employment as widely as possible 
among the people, the contract system, under 
which this work is being executed, is re- 
ducing wages as above indicated, and, by 
requiring a working day of excessive length, 
especially for these people and for this cli- 
mate, thht employment is being narrowed 
to the least possible number of persons. A 
stipulation in advertisements and contracts 
for an eight-hour day would be both reason- 
able and beneficial in respect to the road 
construction now under way. It is some- 
what to be regretted that the able chief 
engineer in charge of this work evinces lit- 
tle concern for contractors’ employés, and 
regards his duties as measured rather by 


technical results. 


THE PEON HOUSES. 


The distribution of hyman abodes in the 
mountain regions is as picturesque and sur- 
prising as that of agriculture. Neither seems 
to be in the slightest degree hindered by 
steepness of declivity or remoteness of lo- 
cation. Indeed, remoteness becomes a term 
largely inapplicable in a territory without 
institutions, where the chief item of food 
grows in all parts, and where even the 
“main” trails are little different from the 
branches lending to the solitary huts, While 
the coffee trees, therefore, shaded by 
banana plants and tall tabunuco trees, 
stretch in perfect irregularity over the en- 
tire and often precipitous mountain sides, 
the huts of the natives are equally séat- 
tered. A dosen of these may be dotted over 
a hillside a half mile square, and across the 
next ravine one may be discerned nestling in 
solitude among banana leaves under the 
crest of a cloudy peak. A part of the peons 
occupy houses belonging to the planters, and 
a part live in their own houses on small par- 
cels of land of from one to five acres, belong- 
ing to them. In the former case they may be

ARAGA, Isla de Luzon, P. I., March 4.~ 
Mayon, the volcanic terror of the 
Philippines, is again In eruption, and 
is belching forth into the firmament 

the sulphurous incense of the infernal 


regions, and is bathing its sides in a flery 


deluge of molten lava. 

At daylight Thursday morning dense vol- 
umes of smoke and steam were seen issuing 
from the crater. and ascending mile after 
mile through the clear tropical sky, until, as 


the clouds of smoke grew blacker, Mayon’s 


summit became enveloped in a shroud ex- 
tending from the earth to the heavens. 
Through the pall of smoke an occasional 
flash of flame was perceptible, followed by

a trickling stream of red lava down the side 


of the great mountain. 


Now and then great balls of fire shot up- | 


wards for hundreds of feet, and fell again, to 
roll down the mountain side. 

Hour by hour the yolcanic fury increased, 
until about 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
climax for the day was reached. A cloud 
of ashes and cinders shot from the crater 
and fell over the surrounding country. The 
eruption commenced to subside. The fire- 


| flashes became less frequent, and gradually 


ytopped altogether. The smoke became less 
dense and black, until it appeared that only 
steam was issuing from the crater. Night 
fell, and all seemed quiet around the vol- 
cano. 
At daybreak Friday morning the eruption 
had apparently ceased. The sky had cleared. 


laying bare the entire mountain from base 


to summit, and only aslight volume of steam 
could be seen, curling gracefully from the 
crater. Mayon, the terrible, was as quiet 
as a lamb. Herds of ponies and water buf- 
falo returned to the grazing grounds from

have fairly substantial frame houses of rea- 
sonable size, with verandas and rough bal- 
‘conies, and these buildings are usually 


painted. None of them possesses any great 


‘degree of splendor or comfort, however. 
Those of the smaller planters; ak well as of 


the peons—if the latter have such live pos- 
sessions—are shared not only by eat and dog 
but likewise by the hens and chickens, not 


to mention the active and venturesome pig, 
all of which by their familiarity simply risk 
being ‘* shooed out at intervals. 


With the exception of certain main thor- 


oughfares connecting towns, this interior 
is absolutely destitute of roads. I traveled 
twenty miles today through a district in- 
habited by nearly as many thousand people 
who have no way of communicating with 
the outer world except over zig-zag, up-and- 
down trails, ‘laid out,“ as my guide bit- 
terly commented, by the King of Spain 
400 years ago.“ They are rough and arduous 
at best, and in the rainy season almost im- 
passable. Everything is transported by 


pack trains of horsés or burros or on the 


heads and shoulders of peons. A horse can 
carry 200 pounds and the freight charge is 
from 50 cents to $1.50 a hundredweight for 
distances of from ten to twenty-five miles. 
Many of these trails bear evidences of hav- 
ing been worked at some period in the past, 
but they are often scarcely better now than 
the Indian trails found in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 
This fact has a most serious bearing upon, 
the economic and social conditions of this 
whole region. The delivery of products is 
expensive and hazardous, transportation of 
machinery, and so the equipment of mills, 
are almost impossible; commerce and con- 
sumption are both reduced to a minimum; 
communication among the people them- 


selves, as well as education and religious 


culture, are difficult or impracticable; the 


pulsations of the outer world cannot pene- 


trate the tsolation, and social conditions are 
naturally stagnant. Branch roads leading 
into this territory from the system of main 
arteries constructed in part by Spain and 
now being completed by the United States 
government, are as much a necessity as 
are the main lines themselves, and the semi- 
aboriginal character of these regions will 


never give place to progress and civilization.

neglected graves. That is Cahaba today. 
Once the social center of that magnificent 
Southern chivalry, once the capital of Ala- 
bama, Cahaba is now a heap of ruins. One 
white man is left of the thousands; the 
courthouse where Yancey and Burr, where 
Pettus and Dawson spoke, is a mass of 
falling brick. Four years ago Cahaba 
ceased to exist even as a name, for the town 
site selected by Governor William Bibb as 
the first capital of the new State was sold 
by the Sheriff to an ex-slave. Since then 
the land has fallen into the hands of Major 
Cliff Kirkpatrick, and where the capital 
stood and where the mansions of the aris- 
tocrats were reared the vanced nigger ’”’ 
cultivates his cotton. 

Cahaba is one of the unwritten tragedies 
of the civil war. It fell with the aristocracy 
of the slave owner. Its ruins mark the 
path of progress, and on such ruins the 
new South is building up an even grander 
civilization. Cahaba, the center of culture 
and learning and society of the South, stood 
on the north bank of the Alabama River, 
ten -miles west of Selma, the city which 
sapped the life out of the old @apital. When 
Cahaba flourished Selma was ‘* Moore's 
Bluff.“ 


In 1818, when Alabama was asking for the 


right of Statehood, the Territorial Legis- 
lature, being assured the Territory would 
be admitted, appointed a committee, con- 
sisting of Clement C. Clay, Samuel Dale, 
James Titus, William L. Adams, and Samuel 
Taylor, to select a site for a new capital, 
near the center of the State. The Territorial 
capital was then at Huntsville.. The com- 
mittee, in February, 1818, visited the place 
where the Cahaba and Alabama Rivers 
meet. The site seemed an ideal one. It 
was in the center of the famous black 
belt, the finest cotton district in all the 
South, and the land rolled gracefully back 
from the top of the high bluff, seventy feet 
above the Alabama Biver. The committee 
reported, and on Nov. 16, 1818, the Legis- 
lature passed an act making Cahaba the 
permanent capital of the State, Governor 


Bibb, in accordance with iystructions, laidg 


off 1,620 acres of land, and on Dec. 3, 1819, 
the city was incorporated. 


Town of Wealth and Splendor. 

Within a year the town had arisen to the 
position of one of the first cities of the State. 
The Statehouse, erected 100 yards back from 


the edge of the bluff, formed the center, and 


almost. before the stores had been finished 
the planters began to erect magnificent 
houses. The town was in the center of the 
greatest slave-holding district in the South. 
Three miles below the town stood the Mat- 
thews mansion surrounded by 10,000 acres 
of. grand cotton land, producing almost a 


bale to the acre. To the east were the 


Hunter, the Jones, and other mansions, and 


chief enjoyment of the mén. Below the 
ern court there were stories of heartbreaks, 


passed without duels between the lords of 
the land. Not until 1846 was a church built 
in Cahaba, and that church, built mainly by 
the efforts of Major Craig as a 2823 
place for all creeds, still stands.

byterian church. The original church still 
stands above the ruins of the others and the 
negroes who hold the lands worship there. 


| Cahaba’s First Blow. 

In 1820 there were great floods in the 
Alabama River. The water rose until it 
came over the bluff and flooded Cahaba for 
the first time in the memory of white men. 
The water undermined the State House and 
it fell. Then politicians set to work, and in 
the same year succeeded in having the cap- 
ital removed to Tuscaloosa. For a time after 
the removal of the capital Cahaba lost pres- 
tige, but if it was no longer the political cen- 
ter it grew greater as the social Mecca of the 
South. It was still the capital of Dallas 
County, and there is a saying in Alabama, 
Alabama is divided into three parts, north 
Alabama, south Alabama, and Dallas 
County.” The trade of Cahaba continued 


sold at that place, and those great plantation 
owners shipped from there to their fac- 
tors in Mobile. A fleet of fine steamers 
hauled the cotton down, and brought back 
the best the markets of Europe and New 
York couldsupply. Scarcely an hour passed 
during the year that the scream of the 
whistles did not sound around the bend. The 
town grew and prospered. There came 
from the city a long array of men whose 
names have become famous in the nation’s 
history. | 

William Lowndes Yancey, the most famous 
orator the South ever produced, not even ex- 
cepting Henry W. Grady, with his brother, 
Benjamin C. Yancey, edited a country paper 
in Cahaba, and later, after his famous tour 
of the country just prior to the civil war, 
Yancey delivered what probably was his 
most famous address in the courthouse 
which is now: falling into ruins. . 

Just next to the courthouse is a two-story 
brick building, even now in a fair state of 
preservation, although unoccupied for years, 
and above the door the, sign can still be 
traced, ** Dawson & Pegues.“ The Dawson 
of the firm was N. H. R. Dawson, who. mar- 
ried a Miss Todd, whose sister was the wife 
of President Lincoln. Dawson was one of 
the first lawyers of the State, and a leader 
among his fellows. When the war came 
President Lincoln offered him a commission 
in the federal army, but he refused and went 
out with the troops from Cahaba, later earn- 
ing promotion by gallantry on the field.

‘western edge of the town. The castle was 


built at the cost of over $400,000, and was 
the finest in the State of Alabama. Per- 


rine, the owner, was a New York man who 
made his money in cotton. He was esteemed 
immensely wealthy and his home was the 
gathering place for the aristocracy of the 
whole section. The house was frescoed by 
artists brought from Europe. The massive 
doors were of solid mahogany, and even 
now in the nigger ’’ cabins which mar the 
scene there are mahogany doors set in the 
rude logs and silver doorknobs instead of 
latchstrings. There were massive carved 
mantelpieces of Italian marble, and some 
of them are doing duty in the negro bury- 
ing ground as tombstones. | 

A railroad was built to Marion Junction, 
where it joined the main line, and the pros- 
perity of the town seemed assured. Moore’s 
Bluff Landing was beginning to grow, how- 
ever, and had blossomed out as Selma years 
before the war. 

When the confederacy was born up at 
Montgomery, a hundred miles up the river, 
Cahaba was one of the most thriving towns 
in all the western South. The coming of 
the war was the first blow. Almost to a 
man the citizens of Cahaba went to the 
front. Before long there were widows’ 
weeds and the women tore lint in silence. 
Trade almost ceased and Cahaba was a 
stricken city. Real war did not approach 
the town nearer than Selma, where Wilson's 
cavalry fought a battle with the few de- 
fenders of that town. The most southern 
prison of the confederacy was established 
at Cahaba—a tall stockade on the bluff over- 
looking the river—and many a Yankee boy 
died in that stockade. After Wilson raided 
Selma a detachment was sent to Cahaba 
to garrison the town, and later a fleet of 
transports. from Mobile visited the old 
capital. Real war did not scourge Cahaba, 
yet the little city played a part in the clos- 
ing tragedy—the murder of President Lin- 
‘colin. During the war a Colonel Gayle, a 
member of one of the prominent families of 
the district, had placards printed and dis- 
tributed broadcast through that section of 
Alabama offering a reward of $100,000.“ for 
the head of one Abe Lincoln.“ The offer 
was not seriously considered by those who 
knew Colonel Gayle, for his financial stand- 
ing was not as great as the poster in- 
dicated, but after the assassination of Lin- 
coln the federal authorities took the matter 
seriously and Gayle was arrested, charged 
with conspiring against the life of the Presi- 
dent. Gayle was taken to Fort Warren and 
Dry Tortugas or the gallows seemed inevita- 
ble. His wife went to Washington and by 


which they had fled in terror; the inhabit- 
ants started back from the hills, beyond 
which they had sought refuge. The great 
volcano, all calm and serene, with its naked 
peak towering majestically above the fertile 
rice fields and hemp groves of southern Lu- 
zon, gave scant sign of the raging fury with- 
iny which had only the day before caused 
man, beast, and bird to fly in terror from its 
sides, and which was the following day to 
strike a new and greater terror to the hearts 
of men. People wenf to their beds that night 
giving thanks to their God that the danger 
had passed, that their lives were saved, and 
that their property was undisturbed. 

But Thursday’s outbreak was mild in 
comparison with what was yet to come. 
Perhaps the forces of sheol were testing 
some of their artillery, for if it was artillery 
they used on that day there were many 
thousands more pieces brought into action

A NIGHT OF TERROR. 

Friday midnight was marked by a trem- 
bling of the earth and a rattling of the build- 
ings. Then came a distant rumbling sound, 
faint and uncertain at first, but gradually 
drawing nearer with a sound such as might 
be made by the myriad hosts of hell massing 
to do battle with the universe. On they 
came, cavalry, infantry, and artillery, the 
sound of all arms mingling into one mighty, 
continuous roar. I thought I could distin- 
guish the gallop of the horses and the rattle 
of the wheels of gun and caisson as the 
artillery dashed into position and unlim- 
bered.

§ to facilities for local transportation. 
Paris is the worst equipped metropo- 
lis in the civilized world. Vienna, 
Berlin, London, New York, and Chi- 
eago are, in all that concerns con- 


ent and cheap means of movement for 


the great masses of the people, far superior 
to this city —the largest and most magnifi- 
Rent on the continent and the center of 
art and fashion for the entire world. In- 
Feed, the average city of 100,000 inhabitants 
in the United States makes, comparatively 
ng, far better provision for easy and 
movement of its people than does 
capital of the French republic. 

tt is worth our while, for several reasons, 
¢o establish the truth of this statement and 

to explain the fact. 
In the first place, those Americans who 
nave an undiscriminating admiration for 
things, and especially for Parisian 
ngs, have he'd up to us the administra- 
tion of Paris as a model which we might 
well imitate in the United States; whereas, 
on the contrary, it presents as many things 
‘we ought by all means to avoid as those 

which we ought to copy. 


in the second place, the present condition 


of the system of local transportation in the 
City of Paris proves the danger and the 
meonvenience of too intimate a connection 
between the government of a great city and 
that of the state of which it is a part. 

In the third place, the whole ‘situation 
demonstrates the danger and inconvenience 
ef too intimate a dependence of the city 
seyenue system upon the proceeds of the 
yarious means of local transportation em- 

ved by the city or by private individuals. 

And finally the historical development of 


te existing system illustrates in an inter-

esting way the all-pervasive influence ot the 
military system of continental nations upon 
every department and detail of life. 


Horse Cars in Evidence. 

The truth of the statement that Paris 
is poorly*equipped with facilities for local 
transportation will be recognized when it 
ig known that the prevailing motive power 
in all local means of transportation in Paris 
ig still the horse. The horse car, using the 
term in the general sense, is the typical 
means of getting about from one portion 
of the city to another. As Paris is built 
not merely upon a level plain along the 

‘thanks of the Seine but also upon the hills 
which at a small distance from the river 
rise in many directions to a height of some 
900 feet, the grades within the city are fre- 

“quent and considerable, and the possible 

which horses might attain upon a 
jevel is seriously diminished by this consid- 


eration, for the loss of speed on the up | 


) grades cannot, of course, in a great and 
crowded city be made up by a more rapid 
movement down grade. 


Inadequate Belt Line. 


“It is true that there are other means of 
locomotion in the city than the horse car. 
There is, for instance, running just within 
the line of fortification surrounding the 
city a so-called belt line. Although this road 
is well built and runs frequent trains and 
erosses all the great lines of railway en- 
tering the city, running finally into one of the 
largest stations at the end of a line project- 
dug toward the heart of the city, it still has 
@ comparatively small significance, owing to 
the fact that it runs for a large part of its 
course through a relatively thinly popu- 
lated portion of the urban district. It may 
be compared with the belt line in the City 
of Chicago, of: which most citizens of Chi- 
cago have never even heard, or of a line 
which, beginning at the lake shore at Rog- 
ers Park, would run through Hinsdale; and, 
éurvying around, strike the lake shore again 
below Pullman. The belt line in Paris car- 
ries, Of course, Many more passengers than 
such a road would carry, but its relative 
position to that.of an adequately construct- 
ed system of cross-town lines is not different. 

It should be said, however, that for ashort 
distance—namely: from the station in the 
center of the town to the great park on the 
west of Paris, the Forest of Boulogne—this 

Wal has a considerable importance, owing 

tO the fact that it can convey large num- 
bets of people from one portion of the city 
f@the races. 

Two Steam Tramways. . 

There are furthermore one or two sicam 
Mes of street cars running into the heart of 
the city, but as they run over tracks used at 
the same time by cars draw by horses 
their speed is of course limited to that of the 
horse car, and, owing to the dirt and noise 
arising from the use of the steam engine as 
traction power, they are if anything even 
more objectionable tham the horse car itself. 
There is not to my knowledge within the 
City of Paris a single lineof interufban rail- 
Way upon which electri® cars are operated 
exclusively, nor, with one or two insignifi- 
cant exceptions, any cable lines, so that for 
Prgctical purposes one may say that steam 
and electricity are not utilized in any form 
a6 means of traction upon the street cars 
of the City.of Paris. here 

Good Cab System. 

It is true also that Paris has an elaborate 
and in many respects admirably managed 
cab system. Something like 15,000 cabs are 
in service inside the city limits, carrying 

Perhaps in the course of a year 30,000,000 

people. But, after all, the lowest cab fare 
een in Paris is 1.50 francs, which, with the 
Pourboire or fee to the driver, amounts to 
18 francs—that is to say, 35 cents. This, 
of course, is a charge for transportation 
which workingmen cannot pay, and which, 
indeed, the small shopkeeper, in fact the 
great bulk of the population, is quite unable 
to defray. The cab, though cheap compared 
with New York, is dear for Paris. It is on 
the one hand purely an article of luxury, 
used only for pleasure, or on.the other an 
Article of necessity, used for business, and 
then only by the representatives of business 
houses or by business-men engaged in the 
more profitable branches of business. 


Steam Railways Not Convenient. 

The general steam railway system of the 
city is not calculated to make up for this 
lack of means of loca! transportation.’ There 
Are five important railway stations, located, 
however, beyond the circumference of a 
cirtle who radius would be a mile and a half 
from the center of the city as the crow 
Mes, so that these railways cannot perform 
for the Parisian population the functions 
Performed by such railways as the Illinois 
Central, the Northwestern, or the various 


roads whose trains run into the Grand Union 


Station in Chicago. 
We should not omit, either, to mention 
the boats on the Seine, ghich were run 
regularly for the ‘first time only twenty 
years ago, and which now -carry a large 
humber of passengers from one station on 
the Seine to another. It is evident that 
this means of transportation is, however, 
3 Umtted in its possibility of exten- 
N. 


Two-Storied Omnibuses. 


The horse car is,then, the typical and one 
MAY say, at present, the sole method of get- 
ting about the city at a price at ail com- 
‘Parable with the rates offered in other great 
Cities of the world. By the horse car is here 
Meant not simply the horse car in the strict- 
sense of the term—namely: a vehicle 
Aran by horses run upon iron rails, but the 
Smmibus system as well.

Other, form a network of lines which covers 
the city in what from many points of view is 

Nearly fifty lines 
Of street cars, paralleling in many instances, 
Supplementing in many others the omnibus 
System, provide another network of local 
roads. 

Now, if these lines of omnibus and street 
Cars could offer rapid transportation, if they 
Were provided with sufficient rolling stock 
to offer frequent transportation, and if their 
Fates of fare were somewhat more favorable, 
they might in a certain way solve the prob- 

of local transportation in the city. 

But, in the first place, they cannot, with 
horse traction, offer rapid transportation 
Under any circumstances, and even with 
electricity or steam it would be impossible 
Breatly to increase the present rate of move- 
ment, owing to the crowded condition of the

Tedious Whits for Cars. 

An important additional reduction must be 
made, owing to the fact that it is almost im- 
possible-during the early hours and the late 
hours of the day and on any of the important 
lines in the center of the city, even during 
other hours, to obtain a place in such 
vehicles without a considerable wait. Paris 
does not permit its omnibuses or its street | 
cars to be overcrowded in the way charac- 
teristic of every American city.: There is a 
certain number of seats in each vehicle and a 
certain amount. of -standing-room. When 
these places are occupied no additional pas-.. 
Sengers are taken aboard under any circum- 
stances. This system has of course its great 
advantages. The sight of scores and hun- 
dreds of tired people standing, hanging to 
the straps. which one secs every morning 
and evening! in Chicago or New York is a 
sight absolutely unknown in Paris. On the 
other hand, as there are always at the hours 
indicated above far more people, desiring . 
accommodations than there are places of- 


tions waiting their turn for omnibuses which 


rate for anywhere from fifteen to thirty 
minutes, and sometimes, under unfavorable 
conditions, even an hour. 

Rules as to Seats. 
Under the system employed in Paris a 
person is entitled to ride on the inside of the 
car or omnibus for 30 centimes, or six cents, 
and upon the top for 15 centimes, or t 2 
cents. A person riding on the interior and 
paying six cents is entitled to a transf 
upon any of the lines connecting with the 
one upon which he is riding. This is a great 
convenience, but when oné finds scores and 
sometimes hundreds of people waiting at 
one of these transfer stations for omni- 
buses and sees one after another roll by 
marked Full,” until a half-hour or even 
an hour has gone, one does not appreciate so 
fully the beauties of the system. On one 
occasion I found that over 600 people were 
ahead of me, and after waiting a full hour, 
just to see how long I should have to wait, 
I gave it up and resorted to foot power. 


sun is not too hot, when one has plenty of 
t-me and is interested in the sights which 
are to be seen on every hand, a ride upon 
the top of a Paris omnibus is a real luxury;

ciated by the thousands and hundreds of 
thousands who are compelled, for lack of 
other accommodation, to avail themselves 
of it. The open cars of Mr. Yerkes which 
he sometimes persists in running in Novem- 
ber are Pullman palace cars compared with 
the top of a Paris omnibus. 

It is almost incredible to an American or 
an Englishman or a German accustomed to 
the facilities which are actually offered in 
the better equipped cities of these counjpgies 
to understand how the Parisian population 
puts up with such a condition of things as 
has existed in Paris certainly for twenty- 
five years and has become worse and more 
unendurable with every passing year, 

I am not sure that I can give a full ex- 
planation of such a condition, but certain 
considerations connected with the history 
and policy of the city and the government 
of France lie upon the surface and are well 
worth a moment's attention. | 

‘Interference of the State. 

In the first place, owing to the intimate 
connection. between the city government 
ahd the general government of the state 
there is almost a continual quarrel between 
the general railway authorities of the gov-. 
ernment of France and the local authorities 
ot the City of Paris as to the relative rights 
and powers of state and city in matters 
of local transportation. The city has long 
desired to construct an elaborate under- 
ground railway system. The authorities af 
the state have claimed that such a system, 
being properly classed under the head of 
‘‘railway in the legal sense of that term, 
should be subject to its supervision and con- 
trol, and it has insisted that any such sys- 
tem should be constructed in such a way 
as to enable the general steam railways to 
utilize it for the purpose of running their 
passenger trains into the center of the city 
and connecting with one another these dif- 
ferent stations. The city, on the other 
hand, has maintained that while that is a 
desirable end to be accomplished, it is some- 
thing. which has nothing whatever to do 
with a system of local transportation, the 
object of which is to serve the purposes of 
the people living within the limits of the 
City of Paris, and the running of which 
would certainly be seriously interfered with 
if the general railways were allowed to run 
their trains over the same track. This and 


vented the acceptance of a plan for an un- 
derground railway for over a quarter of a 
century, and it was only as a result of spe- 
cial circumstances that the state has been 
willing within the last five years to waive 
its claims in the matter and permit the 
city to undertake the construction of such 
a road. A portion of this line will be opened. 
it is hoped, in the course of this year, and 
of undertaking, extreme- 
y interesting and significant, will f 


Vicious Tax System. 

The city has practically been unable to re- 
quire the street car companies to increase 
their facilities because of the vicious system 
of taxation which the city’ has applied to 
these companhies. The omnibus companies, 
which taken together have received a mo- 
nopoly of this sort of undertaking from the 
city government, are required to bay the sum 
of 2,000 francs per year for each vehicle in 
operation. A more unscientific or absurd 
system of taxing the company which is to 
offer facilities to the public could hardly be 
devised. Before the company will put on 
such a vehicle it must be convinced, that it 
will have a return over and above a reason- 
able profit of 2,000 franes per year. More- 
over, owing to the use of horse power, the 
cost. of an additional vehicie is nearly pro- 
portional to the actual amount by which the 
principal of its horsé power in this sense is 
ged. The whole taxing system of the 
city, therefore, is directed toward inflicting 
a penalty on companies for increasing their 
rolling stock. The city has not beef able al- 
together to avoid the recognition of this ab- 
surdity, and it has attempted to remedy it 
to some extent by granting a lower tax for 
vehicles which are to be used only in the 
early and late hours of the day. | 


Street Car Money Due City. 
Owing to the revenue which the city derives 
from these companies it finds it impossible 
to make any serious chenge in the system 


come, and this is something which it is in 
no position to stand. It is also interesting to 
note that the City of Paris, in spite of its 
reputed good administration, has not been 
able to collect from the omnibus company 
80 5,000,000 francs, which it claims as its 
share of the profits—profits which the com- 
pany has known how to conceal by its meth- 
od of bookkeeping. Quite American! 

The extent te which the city has carried its 
restrictions upon these companies may be 
seen in the fact that it reqires the omnibus 
and tramway cofmpanies to keep their 
stables within the city limits.

may say almost stifle it. Now, the state 
government is unwilling to remove the forti- 
fications and thus aliow the city to extend 
its boundaries. The city government will 
never consent tq extending its facilities for 
local transportation beyond the limits of the 
fortifications, as.this would, in its opinion, 
lead to a general migration from the center 
of the city to the suburbs—a migration 
which could only result in a fall of regts 
and therefore a diminution of public rev- 
enue. . 

A more vicious condition could scarcely be 
imagined, looking at things from the stand- 
point of public health and public welfare. 
The city, which collects an enormous part 
of its revenue on the basis of the rental val- 
ue of the property, finds itself compelled, if 
not to increase artificially this rent, at least 
to adopt policies which will prevent it from 
falling. It sees in the increase of the rent 
roll of the city an increase in the public rev- 
enue, and therefore its immediate and short- 
sighted interest; but an increase in the rent 
roll, of a ‘city like Paris, whose available 
building surface is already covered, means. 
an increase of the burdens of life of the great 
mass of the population, means a diminution 
of their comforts, or, at any rate, a stagna- 
tion in the rate of advance of the standard 
of life. 

Some notion of the overcrowding existing 
in Paris at present may be obtained from 
the fact that if Chicago contained as many 
people relatively as s its population 
would amount to about 16,000,000 people. 

ven London would have to double its pop- 
ulation to be as crowded as Paris. 

Moreover, the removal of, large numbers 
of persons to the suburbs would diminish 
the amount of food and drink imported into 
the city and subject to the duty spoken of 
above, and this would still further reduce 
the revenue of the city. 


Improvement Prevented. 


Thus the military system and the taxing 
system combine to prevent the adoption of 
a reasonable and sensible policy relating to 
local transportation. And certainly in none 
of these respects can the City of Paris be 
held up as a model for American communi- 
ties to follow. ; 

Things have become so bad that the only 
movement possible was in the direction of 
improvement, and plans have either been 
adopted, or are now under discussion, which 
will probably result in a great improvement 
in ail the matters which I have discussed 
in this article. What these plans are, and 
what their prospects of success are, and 
what we may learn from them; will form 
the subject of another paper.

CENTRAL AMERICAN INDIANS. 


They Are Not Wholly Free from Guile— 
| Impressions of a Traveler 
Who Knows. 


It is a common impression that the Cen- 
tral American Indian js singularly honest 
and free from guile,” said a veler who 
came up on the last banana boat. but don’t 
you believe a word of that story. I recently 
made a muleback trip to the Olancha dis- 
‘trict, in northwest Honduras, my particular 
purpose being to take a look at the famous 
old placer diggings on the Guayape River. I 
spent a week or so in the region, and was es- 
pecially interested in the native Indians who 
live along the banks of the stream and who 
regard the placers as a sort of family pocket- 
book, from which they help themselves as 
they please, When a household needs any- 
thing that ‘cannot be hunted or fished—in 
| other words, that has to be bought at the 
store—the women sally out with their 
pateas or wooden bowls and proceed to 
‘wash as much gold as is requifed for the pur- 
chase. The metal they secure in that way is 
usually in the form of minute grains, hardly 
as large as the head of a pin, but occasionally 
they find little nuggets, and that brings me 
to my story. 

The day before I left I was at the prin- 
cipal store of the district talking to the pro- 
prietor, or { tienderos,’ when a typical Olan- 
cha Indian shambled in and sat down on 
the floor. Il attempted to question him about 
the diggings, and presently he untied a cor- 
ner of his neckcloth and showed me three 
small fantastically shaped nuggets, which 
he said his wife had lately found. It oc- 
curred to me they would make interesting 
souvenirs mounted as scarfpins or bangles, 
and after some haggling I bought the lot 
for $4—they weighed altogether something 
under a quarter of an ounce. I was so dis- 
armed by the apparent simplicity of the 
Indian that I never thought to examine 
the nuggets closely until I reached Port 
Cortez, and then it hardly needed a second 
look to see that they were not gold at all, 
but evidently a sort of brass alloy. 

A few days later Llearned from an engi- 
neer who came down from the Guayape 
district that my Indian friend was boast- 
ing that he had stolen some yellow ‘ compo- 
sition metal’ bearing from a stamp mill 
and melted up a fragment in a home-made 
clay crucible. In that way he produced his 
handsome nuggets. If he had put in the 
‘game amount of labor at the placers he 
could easily have washed out $20 worth of 
‘gold. That's what I call a natural aptitude 
for crookedness.""—New Orleans Times-

Wolf IN A NEW YORK PARK. 


Fierce Russian Specimen Steals a Wom- 
an’s Muff and Then Attacks 
the Keeper. 


The largest exhibit in the range of wolf 
dens in the New York Zodlogical Park, a 
great gaunt brute which a few months ago 
roamed the steppes and forests of Russia 
with his mates, is ably sustaining the repu- 
tation of his kind for ferocity and treachery.

PATIENTS WHO ARE STINGY. 


People Who Need the Offices of Phy- 
sicians Sorely but Object to 
the Fees. 


Probably few patients have carried parsi- 
mony to the height pursued by a eertain 
Baronet, Sir William Smyth, who, although 
immensely rich, was never happier than 
when trying to evade doctors’ bills. For in- 
stance, he oneg made a bargain with a great 
oculist to cou both his eyes, agreeing to 
pay 60eguineas if his sight was at all restored 
to him. The operation was made and proved 
so successful that he was enabled to read 
without glasses. 

No sooner, however, was this state of af- 
fairs reached, than the miserly Baronet be- 
gan to grieve at the thought of paying the 
promised fee, and he therefore pretended 
that he could see nothing distinctly, and, 
to sustain the, pretense, he submitted to 
wearing the bandages for some weeks over 
the usual period. When the time expired he 
still contended that he had only the faintest 
glimmering of light, with the result that the 
badgered physician compromised the busi- 
ness by accepting 20 guineas instead of 60. 

Cases of this kind are by no means rare in 
the experience of medical practitioners. A 
doctor attended a patient for influenza of a 
rather bad type, and when the cure was com- 


‘preted sent in his bill at the ordinary rates. 


It was, however, returned to him with a 
note from his late lent hinting that, as 


the influenza was at the time in the nature 


of an epidemic, and the doctor had doubtless 
reaped considerable benefit from it, he ought 
to make a considerable reduction in his bill 
in view thereof. However, the physician did 
not fall in with this eccentric and stingy 
proposition, and eventually the bill was paid 
as it stood, though not without many more 
protests from the payer. 

Another patient, who prided himself on his 
medical knowledge, was in the habit of mak- 
ing suggestions to the doctor who attended 
him during illness, which suggestions the 
doctor would sometimes good naturedly 
adopt, more for the sake of gratifying the 
patient than for any other reason. Judge of 
the medico’s astonishment, however, when 
the amateur Hippocrates actually refused to 
pay more than half the bill on the grounds 
that at least 50 per cent of the cure had 
been due to his unaided suggestions in the 
treatment. 

Audacity and penuriousness could . hardly 
have gone further than this, and under the 
‘circumstances it is not surprising that the 
physician not only insisted on full payment, 
but refused to attend the gentleman further. 

Specialists can tell many tales of parsi- 
mony im the people who consult them. An 
eminent lung physician once received a visit 
from a Sussex farmer, whose trouble proved 
to be merely imaginary, and whose mind was 
soon set at rest. On his departure he offered 
the specialist five shillings, and on the latter 
pointing out that his fee was two guineas, 
the worthy agriculturist scratched his head 


and said that he considered such a sum far 
too much for telling a man he had nothing 
the matter with him.” P | 
Another gentleman of similar tendencies, 
who consulted an ear specialist, was thun- 
der stricken when asked for a fee of one 
guinea, as he averred that scarcely three 
minutes had been consumed in the consulta- 
tion. The doctor pointed out that it had 
taken him over thirty years to obtain the ex- 
perience which condensed a consultation into 
three minutes, but the obstinate consultant

N the cable dispatches from London pub-

Indeed, sumptuary laws and regulations 
have always been the most difficult to en- 
force, and mankind, while slavishly obedient 
to the decrees of fashion, no matter how 
ridiculous they may be, resents any royal 
usurpation of her authority, or any inter- 
ference in her particular domain, just as 
much today as 200 years ago, when the Rus- 
sians inaugurated a full-fledged insurrection 

° against Peter the Great because he endeav- 
ored to force them to shave off their beards 
and to shorten their coats. His subjects 

were perfectly ready to tolerate all his West- 
ern innovations 80 long as these#were con- 
| fined to questions of administration and of 
military. organization. But the moment he 
sought to exercise his despotism in connec- 
tion with their personal appearance and 
dress they would no longer render him 
obedience, and preferred to submit to any 
form of punishment, no matter how drastic, 
rather than yield.

_ ish woman, of the Opéra Comique, or in the 
; garb of nature, as one might be tempted to 
believe from the paintings of Gerome and 
others who have portrayed the interior of 
Mohammedan harems from mere hearsay, 
were attired in the latest creations of the 
great coutouriers dt Paris, their toilets con- 
forming in every respect to the decrees 
which she, Eugénie, had herself issued. 


Victoria Followed Eugenie. . 


The most amazing submission. however, 
to the tyranyy of fashion exercised by the 
beautiful Spanish consort of Napoléon III. 

. was undoubtedly that of Queen Victoria, 
who still to this day, almost alone of her 
sex, adheres to that crinoline which the Em- 
press inaugurated a few months before the 
birth of the Prince Imperial, and which was 
retained as an indispensable article of fem- 
inine apparel until the overthrow of the 
empire. In fact, the name of Empress 
Eugénie will always be indissolubly associ- 
ated in the eyes of the feminine world wih 
that of the crinoline, and long after the part 
which she played in bringing about the dis- 
creditable war with Mexico, and the still 
more disastrops conflict with Germany, has 
been forgotten, the memory of the steel and 
whalebone abomination which she invented 
in order to conceal any loss of elegance will 
be treasured up against her by the fair sex.

have been taken fifty tons of small perch 
from the shore waters of Lake Michigan it 
may be readily conceived that no waters, 
however fruitful of fish, could long stand 
such a daily rate of depletion. 

Time was when a man could takea rod and 
line and sit on a post just outside the Illinois 
Central right of way and in an hour or two 


| catch a string of large perch. That day has 


gone by. There is nothing left near shore 
but the small fry, and where some years ago 
a few fish, on account of their large size, 
made a good day’s catch, now dozens must 
be taken in order that anything like a good 
weight showing may be made. The small 
perch seek the waters along the shore line 
partly because of the fear of being eaten by 
their larger brothers in the deeper waters 
and partly for some natural reason as yet 
unexplained. At times they come in such 
dense schools that the uplifted net nearly 
breaks with the mass of struggling victims. 
If the little fish are 
caught in such numbers there will be no b 
fish, and eventually no fish at all.“ 

And so the men who for years have worked 
the dipnet and windlass must take to a seine 
and to deeper water or content: themselves 
with what they can catch with hook and line, 
for upon this kind of fishing the authorities 
place no restriction. ; 

Stories have been written time after time 
of how the lake shore and north pier fisher- 
men have built houses’ for themselves no 
bigger than dry goods boxes and have dwelt 
therein all through the warm weather 
months. The Fish* Commissioner, in his 
notice-posting trip the other day, found a 
man who for hardiness shown in the defying 
of weather conditions deserves a place 
among fishermen heroes. The State official 
was about to tack an eviction notice on a 
post near where the man sat tending his 
net. The fisherman noticed the action, and, 
not knowing the purport of the posted sigi 
nor the personality of the State Warden, 
called out: Here, you stop that. I pre- 
empted this place last fall and I don’t want 
no fishermen nor bill- posting trespassers, 
either.“ 
Then he was handed one of the printed 
slips. He read it, and, though his counte- 
nance fell, he said that he didn’t believe 
any one had the right to drive him out of 
the business. Then the official told him 
{Hat all he had to do was to go seaward a 
quarter of a mile and get bigger fish for 
his trouble. The man grew Pathetic. 

This is my home,” he said, and, pulling 
aside a loose plank, he showed a place be- 
neath walled in with some loose stones and 
a few boards. There was room for just one 
person within. 

„ve slept in that place ever since last 

September,“ said the fisherman. ‘I was there 
snug and warm eno for me all through 
the zero weather and its here I'd like to 
stay. 
The place was neither rain proof nof wind 
proof, and the Warden doubted the man’s 
story, but he later took the trouble to verify 
it and found that the winter pier frequent- 
ers had always left this lone fisherman 
there when they went away at night and 
found him there when they returned in 
the morning. How he kept himself from 
freezing is still his own secret. His place 
of domicile was on the pier which runs north- 
ward from the shore end of the government 
plier and shuts in the lumber vessel slip 
near the mouth of the river. 


Big Fish Coming Back. 

One of the consolatory statements made 
to the dipnet fishermen who have been 
called upon to move from. places. which they 
had practically considered their own is that 
the great drainage canal will within a few 
months work a blessing for the net fishers. 
Years ago it was not necessary to go north- 
ward nor to the other shere of Lake Michi- 
gan to catch whitefish and lake trout. They 
were plentiful at this end of the lake, and 
the fishermen of that day looked with some- 
thing much like scorn upon the perch. There 
was bigger game and plenty of it in sight. 
Then came the pollution of the river and 
the partial pollution of the waters of the 
laké. Whitefish and trout take their drink 
pure and straight. They left the vicinity 
of Chicago, literally turning tail upon the 
place where they had lived since the time 
some big sliding glacier cut out a ped for 
the influx of water. The whitefish and the 
trout are coming back.

when, in 1837, he was lifted up to the top 
of it to deliver a speecMin which he phophe- 
sied the future greatness of ‘the frontier 
village. gh 

Because old Fort Dearborn was located 
in whatds now the First Ward, and because 
it contains the business center of the city, 
there are more points of both historical and 


‘present interest within its limits than in 


any other ward. The value of the property 
in the First Ward makes it easily the richest 
ward in the city and one of the richest in the 


‘world. At the same time its resident popu- 


lation is largely made up of the poorer 
classes. The men who own the property 
live outside the down-town district, while a 
large part of the vote which controls the 
“politics of the ward comes from the lodging- 
houses and dives of South Clark street. 


THE FIRST WARD. 

The First Ward is emphatically the ward 
of eontfasts. It contains the most magnifi- 
cent buildings and some of the filthiest hov- 
els in the city. It is the temporary home of 
the foreign Prince who visits Chicago and 
of the wandering hobo who comes to towh 
to spend the winter in a five-cent lodging 
und barrel house. The T. M. C. A. and 
many of the other great religious and char- 
able organizations have their headquarters 
in the First rd. Itis also the location of 
the Harrison Street Police Station, where 
it is said more arrests are made than in any 
other polite district in the world. It con- 


. tains the great banks and other financial in-

It was named for the most 
prominent citizen of the village, Billy Cald- 
well, who was half Irish and half Potta- 
watomie and known as The Sauganash.”’ 
In the Sauganash Hotel the first religious 
services held in the village took place in 
18383—not taking into account the religious 
services held by Father Marquette in 1673. 
The first theatrical performance was given 
there in 1837, and when the old hotel fell 
into decay on its site was erected the wig- 
wam in which the convention was held that 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for President 
in 1860. 

With the increase of Chicago’s commerce 
South Water street became the first dis- 


tinct business thoroughfare. The first frame 


store. building was built at the corner of 
South Water and La Salle in 1832. This 
marked an epoch in Chicago’s commercial 
progress that was hardly equaled when 
twenty years later a store building with an 
iron front was erected in the same street. 
The first newspaper office, the first bank, 
and the first book store were located in 
South Water street, which is now devoted 
exclusively to fruit and produce establish- 
ments, and the busiest market of the sort 
in the world. 

The progress of the city may be noted by 
studying the map of the First Ward. It 
was southward, and with the coming of 
the 30s Lake street became the principal 
business street, with the Dearborn street 
intersection as the center of activities, as 
Dearborn street had the only bridge across 


Line main river, The Rialto auction-house 


In 1837 the first theatrical venture was 
transferred from the Sauganash to the 
Rialto, and on the opening night Joseph Jef- 
ferson, as a boy, appeared on the bill. The 
first Tremont House, erected in 1833, on the 
northwest corner of Lake and Dearborn, 
diagonally opposite its present location, was 
built of logs, but it helped the growing im- 
portance of Lake street. The Mansion 
House in Lake street, two doors east of 
Dearborn, was the place in which the first 
public entertainment, in a dramatic reading, 
was given in Chicago. The first of the long 
and distinguished line of Chicago divorce 
trials took place in the parlor of the old 
Mansion House when it was used as a court- 
room in 1834. 


RICE’S THEATER. 

Chicago’s first regular theater building 
was erected in Lake street to house Rice's 
Theater. It was a famous playhouse in its 
day. Edwin Forrest, Junius Brutus Booth, 
T. D. Rice, Barney Williams, James H. Mc- 


| Vioker, and other great actors of the day 


appeared in it. The first opera ever pro- 
duced in Chicago was being performed in 
Rice’s Theater in 1850 when it was de- 
stroyed by fire. 

One block farther west, on the southeast 
corner of Clark and Lake, was erected the 
Saloon Building which was famous for years. 
It contained a hall which was exukingly de- 
scribed as “ the finest hall west of Buffalo.” 
This hall was considered so fine it was called 
a salon,“ which was Anglicized into sa- 
oon.“ The first public concert Chicago ever 
heard was produced in the Salon. The first 


| panorama was shown there and Stephen A. 
Douglas made his first speech to a Chicago | 


city charter was held there, and when the 
first telegraph message was sent to Chicago

The center since 1882 has

IG lawyers and their big fees is an in- 
teresting topic on which people were 

set to talking the other day by the re- 

‘ port that Levy Mayer was paid $500,- 
000 for his work in selling the Ogden 

Gas company to the Chicago gas trust. If this 
enormous fee was actually received by Mr. 
Mayer it was the largest ever paid for legal 
services in a single case in the United States. 
Lawyers feel a delicacy when it comes to 
talking about fees, and Mr. Mayer is no ex- 
ception to the rule. He says it is a matter 
that does not concern the public, being pure- 
ly personal and in the nature of wages paid 
for work performed in his private capacity. 


Still, it must be conceded that a vast major- 


ity of the public likes to discuss any man 
whose abilities are such that he is able to 


command $500,000 or $1,000,000 for a single | 


job. 

Among recent big fees and contingent earn- 
ings, Azel F. Hatch is said to have secured 
a total of $330,000 from the promotion of the 
American Hide and Leather company, only 
$20,000 of the amount befng for purely legal 
services. Max Pam and E. T. Glennon, it is 
claimed, were made $365,000 richer by their 
legal connection with the formation of the 
American Steel and Wire company, the bulk 
of the sum being obtained by taking advan- 
tage of inside information. A New York 
firm received a fee of $100,000 in the forma- 


tion of this company. > 
Harry Rubens won a fortune of $200,000 as 


promoter and legal adviser of the Republic 


Steel and Iron company, and E. H. Gary f extinction. 


was paid $50,000 for legal work in organizing 
the Federal Steel company, of which he is 
now President at a salary of $75,000 a year. 
Mr. Gary's. contingent earnings were also 
large. Moran, Kraus & Mayer received 
$250,000 for three years’ work in the old 
whisky trust litigation and in the formation 
of the American Sptrits association. The 
same firm got $100,000 for services in reor- 
ganizing the Blue Island Electric Storage 


‘Vine. Edwin Walker is said to have received 


a fee of $200,000 for his services in fighting 
the Reorganization committee of the old 
whisky trust in behalf of J. B. Greenhut and 
Nelson Morris. John P. Wilson and Jacob 
Newman are Chicago lawyers credited with 
having earned $25,000 fees in recent litiga- 


tion. 
One Small Fee. 


When it was reported a few weeks ago 
that James Brooks Dill, the New York cor- 


* poration lawyer, had received $1,000,000 as 


his fee in the Carnegie-Frick suit and re- 

organization, many newspapers printed his 

portrait and sketches of his career. Public 

interest was focused upon the man and his“ 
methbdds as never before. But Mr. Dill him- 

self neutralized this interest to a great ex- 

tent when, as later reports had it, he told 

some of his friends that his fee was only a 

paltry $250,000, instead of $1,000,000. 

Big fees for lawyers of ability and high 
professional standing are not so uncommon 
in this coyntry as they were in earlier years. 
This is doubtless owing to the centralization 
of capital and large business interests, 
wherein perplexities and causes for litiga- 
tion sometimes arise involving millions. In 
such a contingency it is deemed both wise 
and in the long run economical to engage 
only the ablest lawyer and to pay him freely 
and generously, no matter how exorbitant 
his fee may seem. 

William M. Evarts, one of the most hon- 
ored men in the legal profession, was paid a 
fee of $250,000 for giving a legal opinion 
which he expressed in just one little word of 
three letters. Tes was the word, and the 


opinion was rendered upon the request of a 


great corporation which had a difficulty on 
hand involving millions and threatening the 
existence of the corporate body. The ques- 
tion was wholly one of the correct inter- 
pretation of the law, and when the regular 
nttorney for the corporation put this vitally 
important question to the great lawyer, 
with the previous understanding that the in- 
terested parties would abide by his decision, 
win or lose, Mr. Evarts sat buried in thought 


for a minute, and then answered in one 


word, Tes.“ His bill for that one word 
was $250,000, and the corporation paid it 
without a murmur. His answer proved to 
be entirely correct. 

When former President Benjamin Har- 
rison returned from Paris last fall, where he 
had been engaged in the Venezuela arbitra- 
tion case as counsel for the Venezuelan 
government, it was reported that he had re- 
ceived a fee of $250,000: General Harrison 
has commanded large fees in many other 
Cases for legal services. 

When the sugar trust reorganized under 
the laws of New Jersey Lawyer John E. 
Parsons was employed to draw up the agree- 
ment under which that reorganization was 
effected. For this work he rendered a bill 
for $250,000, which was paid by check with- 
out question or dissent. It may have been 
easy for Mr. Parsons to draw up those ar- 
ticles, and it may have been difficult, but 
the knowledge and experience which the 
work called for he had gained by long years 
of hard study and application. It was prob- 
ably more to recompense himself for those 
years of effort than for the time he actually 
spent in drawing up the sugar trust agree- 
ment that he demanded a big fee. 

What a few years ago was said to be the 
largest fee ever received by any lawyer up 
to that time was one for $260,000, which was 
pafa to W. N. Cromwell, the attorney who 
settled up the tangled affairs of Decker, 
Howell & Co. The difference between the 
$250,000 fees paid to Evarts and Parsons and 
the $260,000 fee paid to Cromwell was that 
the two former earned their money by reg- 
ular work in the routine of their profession, 
while Cromwell got his big fee by settling 
up the affairs of a great firm and, under the 
laws of the State of New York, he was en- 
titled to 8 per cent of the money involved. 

Wayne MacVeagh of Pennsylvania was 
given a fee of $100,000 by the Pullman Palace 
Car company for his legal work in a suit 
brought by the Central Transportation com- 
Hany against his client. He has received 
— fees cases representing 

many men wo nsi g00d-sized 
fortunes. 


Wants a Million-Dollar Fee. 

Thurlow Weed Barnes of New York, a 
year or two ago, brought suit against the 
American-China Development company for 
$1,000,000, which he claimed as his just fee 
for services in obtaining railroad and other 
concessions from the imperial Chinese gov- 
ernment through the Chinese Minister at 
Washington. His work required the clever 
skill of the promoter, as that functionary 18 
understood in these times, as well as great 
legal acumen. The net profits of the con- 
cessions, he ulleged, were worth at least 
$12,000,000 to the company, and he said they 
might grow to be worth $24,000,000. On this 
basis his fee does not appear exorbitant. 

The most lucrative classes of legal work 
are trusts, patents, railroads, wills, and real 
estate. George Harding, a Philadelphia 
lawyer,“ made a fortune by his professional 
services in the litigation over the oleomar- 
garine patent. The lawyers retained in the 
litigation growing out of the Howe sewing 
machine patent, in the Bell telephone cases, 
in the Edison and Westinghouse electric 
light legal battles, in the Woodward planing 
machine suits, in the McCormick reaper 
fights, in Winan's eight-wheel car truck 
patents, and in the analyne dye patent were 
many of them reputed to have made for- 
tunes. 

Judge Hoadly, the late 8. L. M. Barlow, 
the late Chief Justice Waite, and the late.

the hill with the name of Roaring Mountain.

This steam vent has 
quadrupled in power in the last ten years, 
A close observer would have seen this if 
he had taken note of the great destruction 
which is going on in the surrounding trees.

EXPENSES IN POSTOFFICES. 


Expanding Postal Business Leads to 
Enormous Items of Expenditure 
bemand for Buildings. 


The American method of conducting the 
postoffice business so as to glve the great- 
est good to the greatest number and no profit 
to the government has one disadvantage. 
That is the impossibility os providing from 
time to time, as the requirements of an ex- 
panding volume of business call for them, 
new buildings for postoffice uses, or for the 
extension of those already in use. The 
American theory of postoffice business is 
that as the revenues of the department in- 
crease in excess of the expenses, the surplus 
should be applied to betgerments in the serv- 
ice and the returrence of other surpluses 
provided against by a reduction in the postal 
rates. This system, which has worked re- 
markably well in the past, giving a steady 
decrease in postal charges with many im- 
provements as regards delivery, does not 


take into account the requirements for new 


buildings, and these must, therefore, be pro- 
vided for by separate appropriations, which 
are just now in much demand from Con- 
gress. 
At the time of the last report there were 
1,000 postoffices of the first and second 
classes in the United States, exclusive of 
minor or vilfage postoffices, and/of these 
chief postoffices 252 were in buildings owned 
by the government and the remainder were 
in leased premises, the gross annual rental 
of which was nearly $500,000, exclusive of 
nearly as much more paid for the rent of. 
postal substations. ‘ 5 
Te entire appropriation paid for leased 
buildings and parts of buildings (the usage

a loss, entail no expenditure for buildings, 
money for which is separately appropriated 
from government funds by Congress. Esti- 
mates differ as to the value of postoffice 
buildings owned by the United States gov- 
ernment, 
$7,000,000, and all large American cities, 
Washington now included, have postoffices 
of modern design, the collective value of 
which is certainly not less than $100,000,000, 
and may be considerably in excess of that 
amount in view of the fact that in many 
eases the sites for postoffice buildings have 
been presented by the States or municipal- 
ities, as the case may be, without any cost to 
the general government, and if the value of 
land be taken into account and.the expense 
of interior equipment added, it is probable 
that the postoffice buildings represented by 
the government, and included, would repre- 
sent a capitalization of $200,000,000, the an- 
nual imterest charge on which would about 
equal the annual deficit from postoffice oper- 
ations, whichis from $9,000,000 to $10,000,000. 
It is under these circumstances that the de- 
mand for new postoffice buildings or for the 
improvement of established postoffice build- 
ings is usually resisted by Congress. There 
is considerable rivairy between cities in this 
regard. The Kansas City postoffice, when 
completed, is to cost $850,000; the St. Paul 
postoffice 880,000, the Omaha postoffice 


$750,000, the Savannah postoffice $400,000, the 
Charleston postoffice $400,000, and the New- 
ark postoffice building a like sum. New

RICH MEN GROW MUSHROOMS. 


‘Millionaires Who Have a Hobby in the 
_ Direction of Nourishing These 
! Delicacies. | ae 


It is not every one who can afford to have 
thefr own mushroom gardens and give away 
$20 or $30 worth of the delicacies every day. 
Of the three or four gentlemen in this coun- 
try whe have such a garden is Henry Clay 
Frick, the Pittsburg iron magnate. a 

Mushrooms are exceedingly difficult to 
grow successfully, but Mr. Frick’s gardener 
and horticulturist, David Fraser, does it. He 
was the. pioneer in mushroom culture in 
Fittsburg. After his great suecess there 
other gardeners tried to take up the busi- 
ness, but with indifferent success. Fraser 
is an expert at the peculiar business. He 
says that during his eighteen years of mush- 
room gardening he never had a failure ina 
plant. - 
Sometimes fifteen or twenty pounds of 
mushrooms are picked in a day. As they are 
worth about $1.50 a pound, something like 
$30 a day is represented in this product. Of 
course, Mr. Frick or his family does not 
eat all these. “He eats some nearly every 
meal, as he is particularly fond of them. 
The rest he gives to his friends and others, 
for, the steel and coke magnate is noted 
for his liberality in this respect. In an un- 
derground corridor in the conservatory, back 
of the Frick residence, at Homewood, the 
toothsome delicacies are grown. Under the 
big sHelves that are filled with plants and 
flowers of all kinds extend long boxes filled 
with fertilizer and top soil. Over all is a 
giass roof, for this is really a wing of the 
conservatory, with the roof on a level with 
the ground., In these boxes the mushrooms 
are grown. . 

Every one is familiar with the axiom, 
„grow like mushrooms in a night.“ Culti- 
vated mushrooms, however, do not grow 
this way. Gardener Fraser says it takes 
about six or seven weeks to bring them from 
the spawn to maturity fit to serve on the 


table. They will grow more quickly un- 


less kept back. Thousahds of mushrooms 
spring from a single spawn. This latter 
looks like white silk thread. When put in 
the ground this runs in every direction, 
and from all quarters the little white 
eatables spring up.. Mr. Fraser is an au- 
thority on mushroom culture, and is so rec- 
eatise recently on th 

ushrooms can be grown in an outbuild- 
ing. under the benches of a cool diana hou 
or in a cellar, provided the temperature can 
be kept at from 40° to 50°, and the place dry. 
It is necessary to keep out the frost or the 
mushrooms will spoil.“ It is highly important 
that the fertilizer and soil be kept moist. 
The raising of the growths in greenhouses 
is beyond the reach of all but wealthy, peo- 
ple. The best results are attained, however, 
in this manner, though good mushrooms can 


be raised in the cellar of an ordinary resi- 


dence. In such a case the yield is not as 
great or the time of bearing as long as where 
every detail is expressly and especially pro- 
vided ‘for; still enough, mushrooms can be 
raised to suppiy the larder of any ordinary 
family.—New Tork Journal: 2

| OSTON boys have evolved and are

Ordinarily, two boys play the game. To be- 

gin with, they draw with chalk on a smooth 


surface, usually that of an asphalted side 
street, their diagram of the game. This is

about flve feet long by three feet wide in its 


outer measurements. Lengthwise, and three 
inches inside of the outer limit of the frame 
first laid, there is drawn on each side 
another line parallel with the outer 
ones. A semi-cireular line is drawn’ 
from outer edge to outer edge of the 
diagram,.and on the end towards the center 
of the street, and that is called the foot of 
the diagram. Inside this semi-circle the boys 


end of the diagram, and in the center of the 
‘distance between the extreme outer lines, 
and outside of the head line, they draw a 
circle in chalk three inches in diameter from 
which the firing is to be done.

who lands his shot the nearest to his own 
headquarters is considered to have won the 
first shot in the actual battle, and then the 
battle actually starts. Assuming that the 
Boer won the first shot, he kneels down at 
eld of action, presses his 
knuckle down inside of the three-inch ring, 
and snaps his gun towards the foot of the 
diagram. If he lands the shot inside the 


diagram he makes in the square opposite 


it and under his own column a small circle. 
This circle represents the head of a soldier. 
Another shot landed in the same square calls 
for another small circle, and this represents 
the body of the soldier. The third shot 1s 
recorded by a mark which is called a leg. 
the fourth shot makes the second leg, and the 
fifth shot is recorded as a gun. Three more 
shots landing in the same square, or opposite 
it,-are recorded as shots, and the rules of 
the game, more liberal than those of actual-
